cannot imitate. Then we trade for Feathers, 
which they order into all Shapes, make them- 
ſelves little ſhort 3Jabits of 'em, and glorious 
Wreaths for their Heads, Necks, Arms and 
Legs, whoſe Tinftures are unconceivable. I 
had a Sect of theſe preſented to me, and I gave 
'em.to the King's Theatre, and it was the Dreſs 
of the Indian 2acen, infinitely admir'd by Per- 
{ons of Quality ; and were unimitable. Be- 
ſides theſe, a thouſand litrte Knacks, and Ra- 
ricies, in Nature, and ſome of Art; as their 
Baskets, Weapons, Aprons, c. We dealt with 
em with Beads of all Colours, Knives, Axes, 
Pins and. Needles ; which they us'd only as 
Tools to drill Holes with in their Ears, Noſes 
and Lips, where they hang a great many little 
things; as long Beads, bics of Tin, Braſs, or 
Alver, beat thin; and any ſhining Trincket. 
The Beads they weave into Aprons about a 
quarter of an Ell long, and of the ſame breadth; 
working them very prettily in Flowers of ſeve- 
ral Colours of Beads; which Apron they wear 
juſt before 'em, as Adam and Eve did the Fig- 
leaves ; the Men wearing a long Stripe of Li- 
nen, which they deal with us for. They thread 
theſe Beads alſo on. long Corton-threads, and 
make Girdles to tie their Aprons to, which 
Come twenty times, or more, about the Waſte; 
and then croſs, like a Shoulder-belr, both ways, 
and round their Necks, Arms and Legs. This 
Adornment, i with cheir long black- Hair,” and 
the:Pace painted in little Specks or Flowers: 
$8 B 2 here” :- 
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here'and there, makes 'em a wonderful Figure 
_to behold. Some of the Beauties which indeed 
are finely ſhap'd, as almoſt all are, and who 
have pretty Features, are very charming and 
novel ; for they have all that is called Beauty, 
except the Colour, which is a reddiſh Yellow ; 
or after a new Olling, which chey often-uſe to 
themſelves, they are of the colour of a new 
Brick, but ſmooth, ſoft and ſleek, They are 
extream modeſt and baſhful, very ſhy, and nice 
ot being touch'd, And though they are all/thus 
naked, if one lives for ever among 'em, there 
1s Not to be ſeen an indecent Attion, or Glance; 
and being continually us'd to ſee pne another 
ſo unadorn'd, ſo like our firſt Parents before 
the Fall, it ſeems as if they had no Wiſhes; 
there being nothing to heighten Curioſity, bur 
all you can ſee, you ſee at once, and every 
Moment ſee; and where there is no Novelty, 
there can be no Curioſity. Not but I have 
ſeen a handſom young Indian, dying for Love 
of a very beautiful young Indian Maid ; but all 
his Courtſhip was, to fold' his Arms, 'purſue 
her with his Eyes, and Sighs were all his Lan-. 
guage : While ſhe, as it no ſuch Lover were 
preſent ; or rather, as if ſhe deſired none ſuch, 
carefully guarded her'Eyes from beholding him ; 
and never approach'd hiin, but ſhe look*d down 
with all the bluſhing Modeſty I have feen in 
the moſt ſevere and cautious of our World. 
And theſe People repreſented to me an abſfo- 
Jure 1dea of the firſt State of Innocence, before 
Man knew how to fin : And 'tis moſt evident / 
and plain, that ſimple Nature is the moſt harm- 
leſs, inoffenſive and vertuous Miſtreſs. *T y ſhe

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alone, if ſhe were permitted, that better in- 
ſtruts the World, than all the Inventions of - 
Man : Religion wou'd here bur deſtroy that 
Tranquility, they pollcſs by Ignorance ; and 
Laws wou'd but teach 'em to know Offence, 
of which now they have no Notion. They 
once made Mourning and Faſting for the Death 
of the Engliſh Governor, who had given his 
Hand to come on ſuch a Day to em, and nei- 
ther came nor ſent ; believing, when once a 
Man's Word was paſt, nothing but Death cou'd 
or ſhou'd prevent his keeping it: And when 
they ſaw he was not dead, they ask'd him, 
what Name they had for a Man who profnis'd 
a thing he did not do? The Governor told 
them, Such a man was a Lyar, which was a 
Word of Infamy to a Gentleman. Then one 
of 'em reply'd, Governor, you are a Lyar, and 
guilty of that Infamy. They have a_Native Ju- 
ſtice, which knows no Fraud ; and they un- 
derſtand no Vice, or Cunning, but when they 
are taught by the White Mem. They have Plu- 
rality of Wives, which, when they grow old, 
they ſerve thoſe that ſucceed * em, who are 
young ; but with a Servitude eafie and. re- 
ſpected ; and unleſs they take Slaves in War, 
they have no other Attendants. 

Thoſe on that Continent where I was, had no 
King z. but the oldeſt War-Captain was obey'd 
with great Reſignation. 

A War-Caprtain is a Man who has led them 
onto: Batrel: with ConduR, and Succeſs ; of 
- whom. I ſhall. have Occafion to ſpeak; more 
hereafter, and of ſome other of their Cuſtoms 
and Manners, as they fall in my. way... _

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With theſe People, as.I ſaid, we live in per- 
fet Tranquility, and good Underſtanding, AS 
it behooves us to do; they knowing all the 
places where to ſcek the beſt Focd of the Coun- 
try, and the Means of getting it; and-for very 
{mall and unvaluable Trifles, ſupply us. with 
what *tis impoſlib.e for us to get ; for they do 
not only in the Wood, and over the Sevena s, 
in Aunting, ſupply the parts of Hounds, by 
ſwiftly ſcouring through: thoſe almoſt impaſſa- 


ble places ; and by the meer AQtivity of their 


Feet, run down the nimbleſt Deer, -and other 
eatable Beaſts : Bur in the water, one wou'd 
think they were Gods of the Rivers, or Fel- 
Jow-Citizens of the Deep; fo rare an Art they 
have in Swimming, Diving, and almoſt Living 


in Water; by Which they command the lels | 


- fwift {nhabirants of the Floods. And then for 
Shooting ; what they cannot take, or reach 
with their Hands, they. do with Arrows; and 
have ſo admirable-an Aim, that they will ſplic 
almoſt an Hair; and-at any diſtance that an 
Arrow can reach, they-will ſhoot down Oran- 


ges, and other Fruit, and'only rouch the Stalk } 


- with the Dart's Points, that they may not hurt 
the Fruit. -'So that they being, on all Occali- 
ons, very uſeful to us; we find it abfolutely ne- 


cellary to careſs 'em as Friends, and not to treat | 


'em as Slaves; nor dare we do other, their 
Numbers fo far ſurpaſſing ours in that Conti- 
en.

\ther i in this Tanner, 
Thoſe, : 
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Thoſe he, want , make a Bargain 
with a Maſter, or a Captain of a Ship, and con- 
tradt to pay him ſo much a-piece, a matter of ' 
twenty Pound a Head for'as many as he agrees 
for, and to pay for em when tkey ſhall be de- 
live'rd on ſuch a Plantation : So that when 
there arrives a Ship laden with Slaves, they 
who have ſo contracted, go a-board, and re- 
ceive their Number by Lor; and perhaps i In 
one Lot that may be for ren, there may hap- 
pen to be three or four Men; the reſt, Women 
and Children : Or be there'more or leſs of ei- 
ther Sex, you are oblig'd ro be contented with 
your Lot. 

Coramantien, a Country of Blacks ſo called, 
was one of thoſe places in which they found 
the moit advantageous Trading for theſe Slaves; 
and thicher moſt of our great Traders in that 
Merchandice traffick'd ; for; that Nation is ve- 

ry war-like and brave'; and having a conti- 

nual Campaign, ' being always in Hoſtility with 
one neighbouring Prince: or other, they had 
the fortune to take a great many Captives ; for 
all they took in Battel, were fold as Slaves; 
at leaſt, thoe' common Men who cou'd not 
ranſom-themſelves. Of theſe Slaves ſo taken, 
the General only has all the profit; and of 
theſe. Generals, our Captains and Maſters of 
Ships buy all their Freights, FJ 

The King of Ccramantien was hiaſelf.a Man 
of of a Hundred ew odd-Years ane bk yes ae 
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Sons, :thirteen of which died in, Battel, con- 
- quering when they fell ; and he had only left 

him for his Succeſſor, one Grand-Child, Son 
to one of theſe dead Victors; who, as ſoon as 
he coud'd bear a Bow in his Hand, and a Qui- 
ver at his Back, was ſent into the Fie!d, to be 


trained up by one of the oldeſt Generals, to | 


War ; where, from his natural Inclmation to 
Arms, and the Occaſions given him, with the 
good Conduct of the old General, he became, 
at-the Age of Seventeen, one of the moſt ex- 
pert Captains, and braveſt Soldiers, that ever 
ſaw the Field of /ars :' So that he was ador'd 
as the Wonder of all that World, and-the Dar- 
ling of the Soldiers. Beſides, he was adorn'd 
with a native Beauty ſo rranſcending all.thoſe 
of his gloomy Race, that he ftrook an Awe 
and Reverence, even in thoſe that knew not 
his Quality ;. as he did in me, who beheld 
him with Surprize and : Wonder, when after- 
wards he arrivd in our World. 

He had ſcarce arriv'd at his Seventeenth 


Year, when fighting by his Side, the General 


was kill'd with an Arrow in his Eye, \ which 
the Prince Oroonoko ( for fo was this. gallant 
Moor call'd ) very. narrowly avoided ; nor had 
he, if the General, who ſaw the Arrow ſhot, 
and perceiving it aim'd at the Prince, had not 
bow*'d his Head between, - on purpoſe:to re- 
ceive ir-in his own Body,..rather than.it ſhou'd 
touch that of. the Prince, 'and: fo faved him.. 


- Twas then; afflicted as Orccnoks: was, that 


he was prockim'd General'in the old Man's 
place ; and thien'it was; at the finiſhing of chat 


War, which had continu'd for two Yeats; jw | 
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the Prince came to Court; where he had hard- 
ly been a Month together, from the time-of 
his fifth Year, to that of Seventeen ; and *twas 
amazing to Imagine where it was he learn'd fo 
much Humaniry : or, to give his Accompliſh- 


' ments a juſter Name, where 'twas he got that 


real Greatneſs oi Sou!, thole refin'd Notions 
of true Honour, that abſolute Generofity, and 
that Softneſs that was capable of the higheſt 
Paſſions of Love and Gallantry, whoſe ObjeRs 
were almoſt continually fighting Men, or thoſe 
mangl'd, or dead ; who heard no Sounds, but 
thoſe of War and Groans: Some part of it we 
may attribute to the Care of a French-Man of 
Wit and Learning ; who finding it turn to ve- 
ry good Account ro be a fort of Royal Tutor 
ro this young Black, and perceiving him very 
ready, apt, and quick of Apprehenſion, rook 
a great pleaſure to teach him Morals, Lan- 
guage and Science ; and wag:for ir extreamly 
belov'd and valu'd by him. .' Another Reaſon 
was, He lov'd, when he came from War, to 
ſee all rhe Erghiſh Gentlemen that craded thi- 


. ther ; and did not only learn their Langiage, 


but that of the Spanzards alſo, with whom he 
traded afterwards for Slaves. 

I have often ſeen and conversd with this 
oreat Man, and been a Witneſs to many of 
his mighty Actions; and do aſſure my Rea- 
der, the moſt Illuftrious Courts cou'd nor have 
produc a braver Man, both for Greatneſs of 
Courage and Mind, a Judgment more ſolid, 


a Wit more quick, and a Converfation more 


\weer and diverting. He'knew almoſt as much 
as if he. Med read mych.: He had hcard: of, 
4s and 
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and admir'd the Romans ; he had heard of the 


- + A 


late Civil Wars in England, and the deplora- 
ble Death of our grear Monarch; and wou'd 
diſcourſe of it with all tte Senſe, and Abhor- 
rence of the Injuſtice imaginable. He-had an 
extream good and gracefui Mien, and ail the 
Civility of a well-bred great Man. He had 
nothing of Barbarity in his Nature, but in all 
Points addreſs'd himfelf, as if his Education 
had been in ſome European Court. 

This grear and juſt Chardfter of Oroconoko 
gave me an extream Curiofity to ſee him, eſpe- 
cially when I knew he ipoke French and En- 
giiſh, and that I coud talk with him. But 
chough I had heard fo. much of him, I was as 


greatly ſurprizd when I faw him, as if I had. 


heard nothing of him ; ſo beyond all Reporr 
I found him. He came into the Room, and 
addreis'd himſelf to me, and ſome other Wo- 
men, with the beſt Grace in the World. He 
was pretty tall, but of a Shape the moſt exact 
that can be fanſy'd: The moſt famous Statu- 
ary con'd not form the Figure of a Man more 
admirably turn'd from Head ro Foot. His Face 


- was not of that brown, ruſty Black which moſt 
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form'd, that, bating his Colour, there cou'd 
be pothing in Nature more beautiful, agreca- 
ble and handſome There was no one Grace 
wanting. that bears the Standard of rrue Beau- 
ty : His Hair carte Gown to his Shoulders, by 
the Aids of Art; which was, by pulling it out 
with a Quill, «nd keeping it combd ; of which 
he took particular Care, Nor did the Perte- 
trons of his Mind come ſhort of thoſe of his 
Perſon ; for Þis Diſcourſe was admirable upon 
almcſt any Subject ; and who-ever had heard 
him ſpeak, wou'd have been convinc'd of their 
Errors, that all fine Wir is confin'd to the Whzre 
Men, eſpecially ro thoſe of Chriſtendom ; 'and 
wou'd have confeſs'd that Orocnoko was as Ca- 
pable even of reigning well, and of governing 
as wiſely, had as great a Soul, as politick Ma- 
xims, and was as ſenſible of Power as any . 
Prince civilizd in the moſt refin'd Schools of 
Humanity and Learning, or the moſt Illuftri- 
ous Courrts. | 
This Prince, ſuch as I have deſfcrib'd him, 
whoſe” Soul and Body were fo admirably a- 
darnd, was ( white yet he wss in the Court 
of his Grandfather) as I ſaid, as capable: of 
Love, as twas poſlible for-a brave and gallant 
Man to be; and in ſaying that, I have nanyd 
the higheſt Degree of Love ; for ſure, great 
Souls are moſt capable ofithat Paſſion. | 
I have already faid, the old General. was 
kilfd by-the ſhor'of an Arrow, by the Side of 


.this Prince, in Battel ; and that Orconoko,'was 


- made General. - This old dead Hero had one 
only Daughter Jcftiof his Race ; a Beauty thar, 
to deſcribe her truly, one need ſay only, ſhe

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was Female to the noble Male : : the beautiful 
Black Venzs, to our young Mars ; as charming 
in her Perſon as he, and of delicate Vertues, I 
have ſeen an hundred White Men ſighing after 
her, and making a thouſand Vows at her Feer, 
all vain, and unſucceſsful : And ſhe was, in- 
deed, too great for any, but a Prince of her 
own Nation to adore. 

Oroonoko coming from the Wars, (which were 
now ended } after he had made his Court to 
his Grandfather, he thought in Honour. he 
ought to make a Viſit to Imoinde, the Daughter 
of his Foſter-father, the dead General : and to 
make ſome Excuſes to her, becauſe his Preſer- 
vation was the Occafion of her Father” s Death; 
and to preſent her with thoſe Slaves thar had 
been taken in this laſt Battel, as the Trophies 


of her Father's Viftories. When he came, at-_ 


tended by all the young Soldiers of any Merit, 
he was infinitely furprizd at the Beauty of this 
fair Queen of Night, whoſe Face and Perſon 
was ſo exceeding all he had ever beheld, that 
lovely Modeſty with which ſhe receiv'd him, 
that Softneſs in her Look, and Sighs, upon the 
* melancholy Occaſion of this Honour that was 
done by ſo great a Man as Oroonoko, and a 


[Prince of whom ſhe had heard ſich admirable | 


-thiags; the Awfulneſs wherewith ſhe receiv'd 
him, and the Sweetneſs of her Words and Be- 
haviour while he ſtay'd, gain'd a perfe&t Con- 
queſt” over | his fierce Heart, and made. him 


E] feel, the Vitor cou'd be ſubdu'd. So that ha- 


ving made his firſt Complements, and preſent- 
.ed her an hundred and fiſty Slaves in Ferters, 
be told her wich his Eyes, that he was not in- 
BY ſcnſiblg 
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ſenfible of her Charms ; while Þnoinda, who 
wiſhd for nothing more than ſo glorious a 
Conqueſt, was pleas'd to believe, ſhe under- 
ſtood that ſilent: Language of new-born Love; 
and from that Moment, put on all her Additi- 
ons to Beauty. 

The Prince return'd to Court with quite a- 
nother Humour than before; and though he 
did not ſpeak much of the fair Imoinda, he had 
the pleaſure to hear all his Followers ſpeak of 
nothing but the Charms of that Maid ; info- 
much that, everi in the Preſence of the old 
King, they were extolling her, and heightning, 
if poſſible, the Beauties they had found in her : 
So that nothing elſe was talk'd of, no other 
Sound was heard in every Corner where rhere 
were Whiſpereis, but Imoinda ! Imoinda ! 

"Twill be imagin'd Oroonoko ſtay'd not long 
before he made his ſecond Viſit; nor, conf 
dering his Quality, not much longer before he 
told her, he ador'd her. I have often heard 
him ſay, that he admir'd by what ſtrange In- 
ſpiration he came to talk things ſo ſoft, and ſo 
paſſionate, who never knew Love, nor was us'd 
ro the Converſation of Women; but (to uſe 
his own Words ) he faid, Moſt happily, ſome 
new, and till then unknown' Power inftruted 
his Heart and Tongue in the Language of Love, 
and ar the ſame time, in favour of him, inſpir'd 
Imoinda with'a Senſe of his Paſſion. She Was 
couch'd with whar he faid, and return'd it” all 
in ſuch Anſwers as went to his very Hearr, 
with a Pleaſure unknown before : Nor did he 
uſe thoſe Obligations ill, that Love had done. 
tym ; bur ern d all his happy Moments to the 
beſt 
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beſt advantage ; and as he knew no Vice, his 
Flame aim'd at nothing but Honour, if ſuch a 
diſtinction may be made in Love ; and eſpeci- 
ally in that Country, where Men rake to them- 
ſelves as many as they can maintain; and where 
the only Crime and Sin with Woman is, tO tUrn 
her off, to abandon her to Want, Shame and 
Miſery : Such i!l Morals are only -prattisd in 
Chriſtian-Countries, where they preter the bare 
Name of Religion; and, without Vertue or Mo- 
rality, think thar ſufficient.” But Oroonoko was 
none of thoſe Profeſſors; but as he had-righe 
Nations of Honour, {9 he made her ſuch Pro- 
poſitions as were not only and barely ſuch; bur, 
contrary to the Cuſtom of his Country, he 
made her Vows, ſhe ſhou'd be the only Wo- 
man he wou'd poſſeſs while he liv'd ; that no 
Age or Wrinkles ſhou'd incline him to change, 
for her Soul wou'd be always fine, and always 

young ; and he ſhou'd have an eternal 1dee in 
his. Mind of the Charms ſhe now. bore, and 
ſhou'd look into his Heart for. that 1dea, when 
he cou'd find it no longer in her Face. 

After a thouſand Affurances of his laſting 
Flame, and her eternal Empire over him, ſhe 
condeſcended to receive him for her Husband ; 
or rather, receivd him, as the greateſt Honour 
the God's cou'd do her. 

' There is a certain Ceremony in-theſe Caſes 
to be obſerv'd, which 1 forgot to ask him how 
perform ; but *twas concluded, on both {ides, 
that, in Obedience to him, the Grandfather was 
to be. ficſt made acquainted with the Deſign : 
for they pay a moſt abſolute Reſignacion to the 
Moon, eſj pecially when he is a Parent "Gn 
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On the other ſide, the old King, who had: 
many Wives, and many Concubines, wanted 
not Court-Flatrerers to inſinuare in his Heare 
a thouſand tender Thoughts for this young 
Beauty ; and who repreſented her to his Fancy, 
as the moſt charming he had ever poſlefsd in 
all the long Race of his numerous Years. Ar 
this Character his old Heart, like an extin- 
guiſh'd Brand, moſt apt to rake Fire, felt new 
Sparks of Love, and began to kindle ; and now 
grown to his ſecond Childhood, long'd with 
Imparience to behold this gay thing, with 
whom, alas! he coud but innocently play. 
But how he ſhou'd be confirm'd ſhe was this 
Wonder, before be us'd his Power to call her to 
Court ( where Maidens never came, unleſs for 
the King's.private Uie) he was next to conſt 
der; and while he was fo doing, he had In- 
telligence brought him, . that Imo:74z was moſt 
certainly Miſtreſs to the Prince Oroonoko, This 
gave him ſome Shagrien ; however, it gave him 
alſo an Opporruniry, one Day, when the Prince 
was a-huncing, to wait on a Man of Quahty, 
as his Slave and Artendanr, who ſhou'd go and 
make a Preſent to Iminda, as from the Prince; 
he ſhou'd then, unknown, ſee this tair Maid, 
and have an Opporcunicy to hear what Mel- 
ſage ſhe wou'd return the Prince for his Pre- 
ſent; and from thence gather che fiate of her 
Heart, and degree of her Inclination. This 
was put in Execution, and the old Monarch 
ſaw, and burnt: He found her all he had 
heard, and wou'd nor delay his Happinefs, bur

” . atall inferior to what they pay'd their Gods: 
And: what Love wou'd not oblige Imoinda to 
do, Duty wou'd' compel her to. 

He was therefore no ſooner got to his Apart- 
ment, but he ſent the Royal Veil to Imoinda ; 
that is, the Ceremony of Invitation ; he ſends 
the'Lady, he has a Mind ro honour with his 

| Bed, a Veil, with which ſhe is cover d, and ſe- 
cur'd for the King's Uſe ; and 'tis Death to diſ- 
obey ; beſides, held a moſt impious Diſobedi- 
ENCE. | 

- --.?Tis not to be imagin'd the Surprize and 
Grief that ſeiz'd this lovely Maid at this News 
and Sight. However, as Delays in theſe Ca- 
ſes are dangerous, and Pleading worſe than 
[Freaſon ; rrembling, and almoſt fainting, ſhe 
was oblig'd to ſuffer her ſelf to be cover'd, and 
led 'away; : | 

They brought her thus to Court ; and the 
-King, who had causd a very rich Bath to be 
Prepard, was led into it, where he fate under 

. a Canopy, in State, to receive this long'd-for 
Virgin ; whom he having commanded ſhou'd 


'Jed her to the Bath, and making faſt rhe Doors, 
left her to deſcend. The King, without mare 
Courtſhip, bad her throw off her Mantle, and 
come tor his Arms. But 1monda, all in Tears, 
<2 threw 
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be brought to-him, they ( atter dif-robing her )

threw her ſe!f on the Marble, on the Brink of 
che Bath, and.beſought him to hear her. She 
told him, as the: was a Maid, how proud of 
the Divine Glory ſhe ſhould have been of 
having it in her power to oblige her King: 
but as by the Laws, he coud' not; and 
from his Royal Goodneſs, wou'd not take 
from any Man his wedded Wife : So ſhe be- 
licv d ſhe ſhou'd be the Occaſion of making 
him commic a great Sin, if ſhe did not re- 
veal her Stare and Condition ; and tell him, 
ſhe was anothers, and cou'd not be ſo happy 
to be his. 
The King, enrag'd at this Delay, ha- 
ſtily demanded rhe Name of the bold Man, 
chat had marry'd a Woman of her Degree, 
without his Conſent. Imomnda, ſeeing his Eyes 
fierce, and his Hands tremble; whether with 
Age, or Anger, I'know nat ;. but ſhe fanſy'd 
the laſt, almoſt repented ſhe had ſaid ſo much; 
for now ſhe fear'd the Storm wou'd fall on the 
Prince ; ſhe therefore ſaid a thouſand things to 
appeale the raging of his Flame, and to pre- 
pare, him to hear who it was with Calmneſs ; 
but before ſhe ſpoke, he imagin'd who ſhe 
meant, but wow'd nor ſeem to do fo, but com- 
manded her to lay afide her Mantle, and ſuffer 
her ſelf to receive his Careſſes ; or, by his Gods, - 
he ſwore, that happy Man whom ſhe was go- 
ing to name ſhou'd die though it wefte even 
_ . Oroox6ko himſelf. Therefore ( ſaid he ) deny. this 
. Marriage, and ſwear thy ſelf « Maid. That (re- 
«Piy.d Izm10inds) by all our Powers I do; for I am 
not yet known to my Huzband. Tis enough (aid 
the King ; )) tis enough to ſatisfie both my Con- 
S740 handing C 
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ſcience, 'and my Heart. And riſing from his 
Seat, he went, and led her into the Bath ; it 
being in vain for her to reſiſt. 

Tn this time the Prince, who was return'd 
from Hunting, went to viſit his Imoinda, but 
found her gone; and not only fo, but heard 

ſhe had receiv'd the Royal Veil. This rais'd 
him to a Storm ; and in his Madneſs, they had 


much ado to fave him from laying violent | 


Hands on himſelf. Force firſt prevaild, and 


then Reaſon: They urg'd all to him, that | 


might oppoſe his Rage ; but nothing weigh'd 
ſo greatly with him as the King's Old Age un- 
capable of injuring him with -1mcinda. He 


woud give way to that Hope, becauſe it pleas'd | 
him moſt, and flatter'd beſt his Heart. Yet this 


ſerv'd not altogether to make him ceaſe his dif- 


ferent Paſſions, which ſometimes rag'd within | 


him, and ſometimes ſofrned into Showers. 
"Twas not enough to appeaſe him, to tell him, 
his Grandfather was old, and con'd not thar 
way injure him, while he retain'd that awful 


Duty which the young Men are us'd there to | 


pay to their grave Relations, He cor'd not be 
convinc'd he had no Cauſe to figh and*mourn 
for che Loſs of a Miſtreſs, he cou'd not with 
all his Strength and Courage retrieve. And 


he wou'd often cry; O'my Friends ! were ſhe in | 


wall d Cities, or confin d from me in Fortifications 
of the greateſt Strength ; did Inchantments or 
Monſters detain her from me, 1 woud venture 
through any Hazard to free her : But here, in the 
Arms of a feeble 14 Man, my Youth, 'my violent 


Lowe, my Trade in Arms, and all my vaſt Deſire 
of Glory, avail me nothing : (Imoinda x as irre- 
coverably

coverably loſt to me, as if ſhe were ſnatch'd by the 
cold Arms of Death: Oh ! ſhe ts never to be re- 
trieud. If 1] woud wait tedious Years, till Fate 
ſhou'd bow. the old King t6 his Grave ; even that 
wou d not leave me Imainda free; but fill rhat 
Cuſtows that makes it (o wile a Crime for a Son to 
marry hs Father s Wives or Miſtreſſes, wou'd 
hinder my Happineſs ; unleſs I wou'd either ignobly 
ſet an ill Preſident to my Succeſſcrs, or abandon. my 
Country, and jly with her to ſome unknown World, 
who never heard our Story. | 

But it was objected to him, that his Caſe was 
not the fime; for Iminda being his lawful 


Wife, by ſolemn :Contra&t, 'twas he was the - 


 Injur'd Man, and might, if he fo pleas'd, take 

I9inda back, the Breach of the Law being on 

his Grandfather's fide ; and that if he cou'd cir- 

cumvent him, and redeem her from the Otar, 

which is the Palace off the King's Women, a 

| fort of Seraglio, ir was borh juſt and lawful for 
him ſo to do. 

This Reaſoning had ſorne force upon him, 
and he ſhou'd have been entirely comforted . 
but for the Thought that ſhe was poſleſs'd by 
his Grandfather. However, he lov'd fo well, 
that he was reſolv'd to believe what moſt fa- 
1k vourd his Hope; and to endeavour to learn 
| from [momnda's, own Mouth, what only ſhe 
couwd fatisfie him in ; whether ſhe was.robb'd 
of that Bleſſing, which was only dye to, his 
Faich and Love. . But as .it was. very hard to 
get a Sight of che Women, ( for no Men ever 
enter'd;into the, O:ax, but when the King wenr 
toentertain hinſelf.with ſome one of his Wives, 
or Miſtreſles ; and 'twas Death at any other 
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time, for any other to go in;)*fo he knew not 
how to contrive to get a Sight of her. 

While Oroonoko felt all the Agonies of Love, 
and ſuffer d under a Torment the moſt painful 
in the World, the old King was not exempted 
from his ſhare of Affliction. He was troubl'd 
for having been forc'd by an irreſiftable Paſſion, 
to rob his Son of a Treafure, he knew, cou'd 
not but be extreamly dear to him, ſince ſhe. 
was the moſt beautiful that ever had been ſeen; 
and had beſides, all. the Sweetnefs and Inno- 
cence of Youth and Modeſty, with a Charm 
of Wit ſurpaſſing all. He found that however 
ſhe was forc'd to expoſe her Tovely Perſon to 
His wither'd Arms, ſhe cou'd only ſigh and 
weep there, and think of 'Oroooko ; and often- 
times cou'd not forbear ſpeaking of him, though 
her Life were, by Cuſtom, forfeited by own- 
Ing her Paſſion, But ſhe ſpoke not of a Lover 
only, but of a Prince dear co him, to whom 
ſhe ſpoke ; and of the Praiſes-of a Man, who, 
till now, fill'd the old Man's Soul with Joy ar 
every Recical of his Bravery, or even his Name. 
And 'twas this Dotage on our young Hero, that 
gave Imoinda a thouſand Privileges to ſpeak of 
him, without offending ; and this Condeſcen- 
tion in the old King, chat made her rake the 
_ Satisfaction of ſpeaking of him fo very often. 

Beſides, he many: rimes' enquir'd how the 
Prin&Þote himſelf; and thote of whom he 
ask'd, being entirely Slaves to the Merits and 
Verrues of the Prince, {ti1] anfwer'd what they 
thought'conduc'd beſt'to his Service; which was, 
© make the old King fanſy that the Prince had 
no more Intereſt -m Imoindg, and had __ 
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her: williogly to the Pleaſure of the King ; that 
he diverted himſelf wich his Macthematicians, 
his Fortifications, his Officers, and his Hunt- 
': ". q 
This pleas'd the old Lover, who fail'd not 
to report theſe rhings again to [minda, that ſhe 
might, by the Example of her young Lover, 
withdraw her Heart, and reſt betrer contented 
in his Arms, But however ſhe was forc'd to 
receive this unwelcome News, 1n all Appear- 
ance, with Unconcern, and Content, her Hearc 
was.burſting within, and ſhe was on] y happy 
when ſhe coud pet alone, to vent her Griefs 
and Moans with Sighs and Tears. 

What Reports of the Prince's Conduct were 
made to the King, he thought good to juſtifie 
as far as poflibly he cou'd by his Attions; and 
when he appear'd in the Preſence of the King, 
he ſhew'd a Face not at all betraying his Heart : 
So that in a little time the old Man, being en- 
tirely convinc'd that he was no longer a Lover 
of Imoinda, he carry'd him with him, in his 
Train, tothe Oran, often to banquet with his 
Miſtreſs, But as ſoon as he enter'd, one Day, 
into the Apartment of Imoinda, with the King, 
at the firſt Glance from her Eyes, notwithſtand- 
ing all his determin'd Reſolution, be was ready 
to ſink in the place where he ſtood ; and had 
certainly done ſo, but for the Support of Abo 
an, a young Man, who was next:4@ him ; 
which, with his Change of Countenanice, had 
berray'd him, had the King chanc'd.to look 
that -way. And IT have obſerv'd-,. 'tis-a very 
great Error in thoſe, who laugh when one 
{ays, A Negro can change Colour ; tor 1 have 
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ſeen 'em as frequently bluſh, and look pale, 
and thar as TOTE as ever I ſaw in the moſt 
beauriful Z/þir:. And 'ris certain that both theſe. 
Changes were evident, this Day, in both theſe 
Lovers. And Imeindz, who {sw with forme 
Joy the Chenye in the Prince's Face, and found 
It in her own, ſtrove to divert the King from 
Þeholding either, by a forc'd Careſs, with which 
ſhe mer him; which was 2 new Wound in the 
Heart of the poor dying Prince. But as ſoon 
as the King was bulſy'd in looking on ſome fine 
thing of Imoinda's making, ſhe had time to tel] 
the Prince with her angry, but Love-darting 
Eyes, that ſhe reſtnted- his Coldneſs, and be- 
moan'd her own miſerabie Captivity. Nor 
were his Eves filent, but anſwer'd hers again, 
as much as Eyes coud do, inſtructed by the 
moſt tender, and moſt paſſionate Heart that 
ever lovd: And they ſpoke ſo well, and fo 
effetually, as Imoinda no longer doubted, but 
ſhe was the only Delighr, and Darling of that 
Soul ſhe found pleading in 'em 'its Right of 
Love, which none.was more willing to reſign 
than ſhe... And 'twas this powerful Language 
alone that in an inſtant conveyd all the 
Thoughts of their Souis ro, each other ; thar 
they both found, there wanted bur Opportu-. | 

nity to make them both entirely happy. But 

when he ſaw another Door open'd by Onabal, 

a former old Wife of the Kivgs, who now had 
Charge of Imoinda; and ſaw the Proſpect of a 
Bed of State made ready, with Sweets and 
Flowers for the Dalliance of the King-; who 
mimediately lead the trembling Victim from his 
Sight, into thar prepard Repoſe. What = 
| WaAoat 
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what wild Frenzies ſeizd his Heart! which 
forcing to keep within Bounds, and ro ſuffer 
- without Noiſe, it became the more inſupporta- 
ble, and rent his Soul with ten thouſand pains. 
He was forc'd to retire, to. vent his Groans ; 
where he fell down on a Carpet, and lay ſtrug- 
viing a long time, and only breathing now and 
then, — O Imoindg ! When Onahbal hid finiſhr 
her neceſſary Afﬀair within, ſhutting the Door, 
ſhe came forth to wait, till the King calid; and 
hearing fome one ſighing in the other Room, 
ſhe paſsd on, and found the Prince in that de- 
plorable Condition, which ſhe thought needed 
her Aid : She gave him Cordials, but all in 
vain ; till finding the nature of his Diſeaſe, by 
his Sighs, and naming 1m9imda, She told him, 
he had not ſo much Cauſe as he imagin'd, toaf- 
flict himſelf; for if he knew the King ſo well as 
ſhe did, he wou'd not loſe a Momentin Jealou- 
ſie, and that ſhe was confident that Imoinde 
bore, at this Minute , part in his AMiction. 
Aboan was of the ſame Opinion ; and both to- 
gether, perſwaded him to re-afſume his Cou- 
rage; and all ſitting. down on the Carpet, the 
Prince ſaid. io many obliging things to Onabal, 
that he half perſwaded her to be of his Party. 
- And ſhe promis'd him, ſhe wou'd thus far com- 
ply with his juſt Deſires, that ſhe wou'd let 
| Tmoinda know how faithful he was, what he 
ſuffer'd, and what he faid, * _. | 
This Diſcourſe laſted till the King calld, 
which gave Oroonoko a certain Satisfabtion ; and 
with the Hope Ozahal had made him conceive, 
he afſum'd a Look as gay as 'twas poſlible a 
Man in his Circumſtances cou'd do; ang pre» 
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ſently after, he was call'd in with the reft who 
waited without. The King commanded Mu- 
lick to be brought, and ſeveral of his young 
Wives and Miltreſi:s came all togerher by his 
Command, to dance before him ; where Im0in- 
aa perſorm'd her Part with #n Air and Grace 
ſo paſſing all the reſt, 2s her Beavrty was above 
<&; and receiv'd the Prelerit, ordaind as a 
Prize. The Prince was every Moment more 
charm'd with the new Beauties and Graces he 

beheld in this fair One : And while he gaz'd, 
and ſhe dancd, Ornaval was retird to a Win- 
| dow with Aboan. 

This Ozahat, as I ſaid, was one of the Caft- 
Miſtre!les of the old King; and twas theſe 
(now patt their Beauty) that were made Guar- 
dtatis, or Governants to the new, and the 
young Ones; and whoſe Buſineſs it was, ro 
reach them all thoſe wanton Arrs of Love, wit 
which they prevail'd and charm'd heretofore 
in their Turn; and who now treated the tri- 
umphing happy Ones with all the Severity, as 
eo Liberty and Freedom, that was poſſible, in 
revenge of thoſe Honours they rob them of ; 
envying them thoſe Satisfactions, thoſe Gallan- 
rrics and Prefents, that were once made to 

themſeives, while Youth and Beauty laſted, 
and which they now ſaw p:ſs were regard'efs 
by, and pay'd only to the Bloomings. And 
' certainly, norhing .is more afflicting 1 ro- a de- 
cay'd Beauty, than to behold in it ſelf decli- 
ring Charms, that were once ador'd ; and to 
find,” thoſe Careſſes paid ro new Beauties, to 

which once ſhe laid a Claim; to hear 'em 
Whiſper 2 as ſhe pallcs by ». That once Was @ aeti- 
cate 
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cate Woman, "Theſe abandon'd Ladies there- 
fore endeavour to revenge all the Deſpights, 
and Decays of Lime, on theſe flouriſhing hap- 
py Ones. And-twas this Severity, that gave 
Or-0n0ko a thouſand Feats he ſhou'd never pre- 
vail with Onabal, to ſee Imoinda. Bur, as 1 
ſaid, ſhe was now retir'd to a Window with 
Aboan, 

This young Man was not only one of the 
beſt Quality, but a Man extreamly well made, 
and beautiful ; and coming often to attend the 
Eing to the Otan, he had ſubdu'd the Hearc 
of the antiquatet| Onahal, which had not for- 
got how pleaſant it was to be in Love: And 
though ſhe had ſome Decays in her Face, ſhe 
had none in her Sence and Wit ; ſhe was there 
agreeable ſtill, even to Aboar's Youth ; fo thar 
he took pleaſure in entertaining her with Diſ- 
courſes of Love. He knew alſa, that ro make 
his Court to theſe She-Favourites, was the 
way to be. great ; theſe being the Perſons that 
do all Affairs and Buſineſs at Court. He had 
aiſo obſerv d that ſhe had given him Glances 
more tender and inviting, than ſhe had done 
to others of his Quality : And now, when he 
ſaw. rhat her Favour coud fo abſolutely oblige 
the Prince, he fail d not to ſigh in her Ear, and 
to look with Eyes all ſoft upon her, and give 
her Hope that ſhe had made ſome Impreſſions 
on his Heart. He found her pleasd art this, 
and making a thouſand Advances to him ; but 
the Ceremony ending, and the King departing, 
broke up the Company for that Day, and his 
Converſation. TEL 
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Aboan fail'd not that Night: to tel] is Prince 
of his Succeſs, and how advanrageous the Ser- 
vice of Onahal might be to his Amour with 
Imoinda. The Prince was over-joy d with this 
good News, and beſoughr him, it ic were pofli- 
ble, to careſs her ſo, as to engage her ent-rely ; 
which he cou'd not fail to do, if he comply'd 
with her Deſires : For then (ſaid che Prince ) 
her Life lying at your Mercy, ſhe muſt grant you 
the Requeſt jou make in my- Bebalf Aboan un- 
derſtood him ; and affur'd him, he would make 
Love fo effettually, that he wou'd defie the 
moſt expert Miſtreſs of the Art, to find out 
whether he diſſembl'd it, or had it really. And 
'twas with Imparience they waited the next 
Opportunity of going to the Otar. 

The Wars came on, the Time of taking the 
Field approach'd, and "ewas impoſſible for the 
Prince to delay his going at the Head of his 
Army, to encounter the Enemy : So that eve- 
. ry Day ſeem'd a tedious Yer, till he ſaw his 
Imoinda ;; for he believ'd he cou'd not live, if 
he were forcd away without being fo happy. 
"Twas with Impatience therefore, that he ex- 
peed the next Viſit the King wou'd make ; 
and, according to his Wiſh, it was not long. 

The Parley of the Eyes of theſe two Lovers 
- had not paſsd'fo ſecretly, but an old jealous 
Lover cou'd ſpy it ; or rather, he wanted. not - 
Flatterers, who told him, . they obſery'd it: 
So that the Prince was haſten'd to-the Camp, 
and this was the laſt Viſit he found he ſhou'd 
make to the Oran; he therefore urg'd Aboar 


to make the beſt of this laſt Effort, and to ex- / 


plain himſelf ſo to Onabal, that ſhe, Sekerig- 
er 
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her Enjoyment of her young Lover no longer, 
might irake way for the Prince to ſpeak to 
Imoinda, | 
The whole Afﬀeair being agreed on between 
the Prince and 4bean, they attended the King, 
as the Cuſtom was, to the Oran; where, while 
che whole Company was taken up in beholding 
the Dancing, and antick Poſtures the Women 
Royal made, to divert the King, Onahal ſingl'd 
out 4boan, whom ſhe found moſt pliable to her 
Wiſh. When ſhe had him where ſhe believ'd 
ſhe cou'd not be heard, ſhe ſigh'd to him, and 
"ſoftly cry'd, 4b, Aboan ! When will you be ſen- 
fible of my Paſſion ? I confeſs it with my Mouth, 
becauſe I wou'd not give my Eyes the Lye; and you 
have but too much already perceiv d they bave con- 
feſsd my Flame: Nor wou'd I have you believe, 
that becauſe 1 am the abandon'd Miſtreſs of a King, 
I eftkeem my ſelf altogether diveſted of Charms. 
- No, Aboan ; I have ſtill a Reſt of Beauty enough 
engaging, and have learn'd to pleaſe too well, not 
70 be deſirable. TI can have Lovers ſtill, but will 
hawe none but Aboan. Madam ( reply d the 
half-feigning Youth) you have already, by my 
Eyes, found, you can ſtill conquer; and I believe 
'ts in pity of me, you condeſcend to this kind Con-. 
feſſion. But, Madam, Words are usd to be ſo 
ſmall a-part of our Country-Courtſhip, that ti 
rare one can get ſo bappy au Opportunity as to tell 
one's Heart.; and thoſe few Minutes we have are 
fore'd to be ſnateh'd for more certain Proofs of 
Love, than ſpeaking and jighing ; and (uch I 
languiſh for. 
He ſpoke this with ſuch a Tone, that ſhe. 
hop'd it true, and cou'd not forbear believing 
—N os es pak: it: 
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it ; and being wholly tranſported 'wich Joy, 
tor having ſubdu'd the fineſt of all the King's 
Subjects to her Deſires, ſhe took from her Ears 
two large Pearls, and commanded him to wear 
'em in his. He wou'd have refus'd 'em, crying, 
Madam, theſe are-not the Proofs of your Love 
that I expeit ; its Opportunity, 'tw a Lone-hour 
only, that can make me happy. Burt forcing the 
Pearls into his Hand, ſhe whiſper'd fofrly-to 
him, 0-4! Do not Fer a Woman's Invention, 
when Love ſets ber a-thinking; And preſſing 
his Hand, the cry'd, Ths Night yeu ſhall be 
 bappy. Come to the Gate of the Orange-Graves, 
behind the Otan; and 1 will be ready, abouz 
Aid-night, to receive you, "T'was thus :agreed, 
and ſhe left him, that no notice might. be ta- 
ken of their ſpeaking together. 

The Ladies were itil] dancing, and the Kine, 
laid on a Carpet. with a great deal of pleaſure, 
was beholding them, eſpecially 1m0inds ; who 
that Day appear'd more lovely than ever, be- 
ing enliven'd with the good Tidings Onabal 
had brought her of the conſtant Paſfion' the 
Prince bad for her. The Prince was laid. on 
another Carpet, at the other end of the Room, 
with his Eyes fixd on the Object of his Soul; 

and as ſhe turn d. or mov'd, fo did cthey.; and 

the alone gave his Eyes and Soul their Motions : 
Nor did Imoinda. employ her Eyes to any 0- 
ther Uſe, than in beholding with infinite Plea- 
ſure the Joy ſhe produc'd in thoſe of the Prince. 
But while the was more regarding him, than 
the Steps ſhe took, ſhe chanc'd to fall ; and ſo- 
near him, as that leaping with extream force 
from the Carpet, ke caught her in his Arms 
as 
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as ſhe fell; and *rwas viſible to the whole Pre- 
ſence, the Joy wherewith he recciv'd her: He 
claſp'd her ciofe to his Boſom, and quite for- 
got that Reverence that was due to the Mi- 
ſteſs of a King, and that Puniſhment that is 
the Reward of a Boldneſs of this nature; and 
had not the Preſence of Mind of Imoinds ( fon- 
der of his Safety, than her own ) befriended 
him, in making her ſpring from his Arms, and 
fall into her Dance again, he had, ar that In- 
| fant, mer his Death ; for the old King, jealous 
co the laſt degree, roſe up in Rage, broke all 
che Diverſion, and led Imoinda to her Apart- 
ment, and ſent out Word to the Prince, to go 
immediately to the Camp ; and thar if he were 
found another Night in Court, he ſhou'd ſuf- 
fet-the Death ordain'd for diſobedient Offen- 
ders. 

You may imagine how welcome this News 
was to Orooncke whoſe unſeafonable Tranſport 
and Careſs of 1nda was blam'd by all Men 
that lov'd him; and now he perceiv'd his 
Faulr, yet cry d, That for ſuch another Moment, 
he wou'd be content to die: 

All the Oran was in diſorder about this Ac- 
cident ; and Onabal was particularly concern'd, 
becauſe on the Prince's Stay depended her 
Happineſs 3' for ſhe ' cou'd no longer expect 
that of 4boean. So that, cer they departed, 
they contriv'd' it fo, char the Prince and he 
ſhou'd come both that Night co the Grove of 
the Oran; which was all of Oranges and Ct- 


trons : and that chere they ſhoud' wait her 
Orders, 


They 


They parted thus, with Grief enough, till 
Night ; leaving the King in poſſeſſion of the 
lovely Maid. But nothing cou'd appeaſe rhe 
Jealouſie of the old Lover : He wou'd not be 
1mposd on, but wou'd haveir, that -[m0inda 
made a falſe Step on purpoſe to fall into Orono: 
ko's Bolom, and that all things loox'd like. a 
Deſign on both ſides, and *twas in vain ſhe 
proteſted her Innocence : He was old and ob- 
ſtinate, and left her more than half aſſur'd that 
his Fear.was true. 

The King going to his Apartment, ſent to 
know where the Prince was, and if he intend- 
ed to obey his Command. The Meſlenger re- 
turn'd and told him, he found the Prince pen- 
ſive, and altogether unpreparing for the Cam- 
paign:; that he lay negligent ly on the Ground, 
and anſwer'd very little. ' This confirm'd the | 
Jealouſfie of the King, and he commanded rhat 
they ſhou'd very narrowly and privately watch 
his Motions; and that he ſhou'd nor ſtir from 
his Apartment, but one Spy or other ſhou'd be 
employ'd to watch him : So that the Hour ap- 
proaching, wherein he was to go to the Citron 
Grove; -and taking only Azoan along with 
him, he leaves his 4 partment, and was watch'd 
to the very Gate of the Oran ; where he was 
ſeen to enter, and where they left him, to - 
carry back the Tidings to. the King. 

Orooneko and Aboan were no ſooner enter'd, 
but Ozaballed the Prince to the Apartment of 
Imoinda ; who, not knowing any thing of her 
Happineſs, was laid in Bed. But Onahbal only 
teft him in her Chamber, to make the beſt of 
bis Opportunity, and cook her dear —_—_— 
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her own; where he ſhew'd - the heighth of 
Complaifance for his Prince, when, to give 
him an Opportunity, he fuffer d himſelf to ” 
careſs'd in Bed by Onaba), 

The Prince ſoftly waken'd Imonda, who was 
not a little ſurpriz'd with Joy ro'find him there; ; 
and yet ſhe trembl'd with a thouſand Fears. 
I believe, he omitted ſaying nothing to this 
young Maid, that might perſwade her to ſuf- 
fer him to ſeize his own, and take the Rights 
of Love; and I believe lhe was not long reſiſt- 
ing choſe Arms, where ſhe ſo long'd to be; and 
having Opportunity, Nightand Silence, Youth, 
- Love and Defire, he ſoon prevail'd ; and ra- 
viſh'd in a Moment, wha: his old Grandfather 
had been endeavouring for fo many Months. 

'Tis not to be imagin'd the Sarisfattion of 
theſe two young Lovers; nor the Vows ſhe 
made him, that ſhe remain'd 'a ſpotleſs Maid, 
till that Night ; : and thac'what ſhe did with his 
Grand-farher, had robb'd -him. of no part of 
her Virgin-Honour, the 'Gods, in Mercy and 
Juſtice, having reſery'd that for her plighted 
Lord, to whom! of Right ic belong'd. And 'ris 
impoſſible to expreſsthe Tranſports he ſuffer'd, 
while he liſten'd'to*a "Diſcourſe ſo charming, 
from -her lov d Lips ;**and claſp'd that Body in 
his Arms, 'for whommhe had ſo long languiſh'd ; 
' -and nothing now aMiaed him, bur-his ſuddain 
Departure” from her ; for he old her the Ne- 
\ceſlicy, and his Commands ; but ſhou'd deparr 
fatisfy'd'in 'this, Thar ince the old King had 
hitherto not been able to Jeprive him of thoſe 
Enivyments which only belongd to him, he 
believ'd for the future he wou'd be leſs able to 


injure 
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injure him ; fo thar, abating the Scandal of the 
Veil, which was no otherwiſe fo, than that ſhe 
was Wife toanother : He believ'd her ſafe, even 
in the Aris of the King, and innocent; yet 
wou'd he have ventur'd at the Conqueſt of the 
World, and have given it all, to have had her 
avoided that Honour of receiving the | Royal 
Veil, 'T'was thus, between a thouſand Careſ- 
ſes, that both bemoar'd the hard Fate of Youth 
and Beauty, fo liable to that cruel promotion : 
'Twas a Glory that coud well have been ſpar'd 
here, though defir'd, and aim'd at by. all the 
young Females of chat Kingdom. 

But while they were thus fondly employ'd, 
forgetting how Time ran on, and that the 
Dawn muſt conduct him far away from his on- 
ly Happineſs, - they heard a great Noiſe in the 
Otan, and unuſual Voices of Men ; at which 
the: Prince, ſtarting from the Arms' of the 
frighted Imoinda, ran; to a little Battel-Ax he 
us'd to wear by his Side ; and having not fo 
much leiſure, as to put,on his' Habit, ;he op- 
pos'd himſelf againſt, ſorge who were already 
opening the Door ; which they did with. fo 
much Violence, that, Qrgpwoko was not able to 
defend it: but was forgd>co cry out with a 
commanding Voice, Mhoewr.; ye ere that have 
the Boldneſs to attempt ta, appraach this Apartment 
thus rudely, know, that I, the Prince Oroonoko, 
will revenge it with the certain Death of him. that 
firſt enters : Therefore ſtand back, and know, this 
place « ſacred to Love, and me this New : £0 
Morrow 'tis the King's. + 

This he: ſpoke with.a Voice ſo refolv'd and 
afſursd, that they ſoon retir'd from the. Door, 
| bur 
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but cry'd; *Tis by the King's Command we are 
come, and being [atisfy'd by thy Voice, O. Prince, 
as much as if we had enter'd, we can report to the 
King the Truth of all bis Fears, and leave thee to 
provide for thy own Safety, as thou art advisd by 
thy Friends, © | P74 

' At theſe Words they departed, and left'the 
Pcince tv take a ſhort and ſad Leave of his [- 
moinda ; who truſting in the ſtrength of her 
Charms, believ'd ſhe ſhou'd appeaſe the Fury 
of a jealous King, by ſaying, She was ſurpriz'd, 
and that it was by force of Arms he got into 
her - Apartment, All 'her Concern now was 
for his Life, and therefore ſhe haſten'd him to 
the Camp ; and. with much a-do, prevail'd on 
him to go : Nor was it the alone that prevail'd, 
Aboan and Onahal both pleaded, and both aſ- 
.ſur'd him of a Lye thar ſhou'd be welenpugh 
contriv'd ro: ſecure Imomda. So that, at. laſt, 
with a Heart fad as Death, dying Eyes, and 
ſighing, Saul,; Qroonoko departed, and took his 
way.to the Camp. 4 

_ Ir was not long after the King in perſon came 
to the Oran ; where beholding Imomda with 
Rage in his Eyes , ht upbraided her Wicked- 
neſs and Perfidy, and threatning her Royal 
Lover, ſhe fell on her Face. at his Feer, be- 
dewing the Floor with her Tears, and implo- 
ring his Pardon for a Fault which ſhe had, got 
with her Will committed; as Onabal, 4 
was alſo proſtrate with her, cou'd refſtifie : 
_ That, unknown to her, he had broke into 
her Apartment, and raviſh'd her. She ſpoke 
this. much againſt her . Conſcience ; . bur. to 
. lave her owp Life, No abſolutely Decay 
| tne 
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ſhe ſhou'd feign this Falfity. She knew. it 
cou'd not. injure the Prince, he being fled to 
an Army that wou'd ftand by him, againſt 
any Injuries that ſhou'd aſſault him. How- 
ever, this laſt Thought of monida's being ra- 
viſt'd, chang'd the Meaſures of his Revenge ; 
and whereas before he deſign'd to be himſelf 
her Executioner, he now reſoly'd ſhe ſhou'd 
not die. Bur as it is the greateſt Crime in na- 
ture amongſt 'em to touch a Woman, after ha- 
ving been poſleſsd by a Son, a Father or a 
Brother; ſo now he look'd on Imoinda as a 
pollured thing, wholly unfit for his Embrace ; 
'Nor wou'd he reſign her to his Grand-ſon, be- 
cauſe ſhe had receiv'd the Royal Veil. Hethere- 
fore removes her from the Oran, with Onabal ; 
whom he put into fafe Hands, with Order

ſhou'd ſuffer a better Conſequence from ſo il} a 
Cauſe. He now begins to hold Orconoko ex- 
cus'd ; and to ſay, he had Reaſon for what he 
did: And now every Body cou'd affure the 
King, how paſſionately Imomda was belov'd 
by the Prince ; © even thoſe confeſs'd it now, 
who faid the contrary before his Flame was a- 
bated. So that the King being old, and nor 
able tro defend himſelf in War, and having no 
Sons of all his Race remaining alive, bur only 
this, to maintain him on: his Throne; and 
looking on this as a Man difoblig'd, firſt by 
the Rape of his Miſtreſs, or rather, Wife ; and 
now by depriving of him wholly of her, he 
fear?d, might make him deſperate, and do ſome 
cruel thing, either to himſelf, or his old Grand- 
father, the Offender ;' he began to repent him 
extreamly of the Contempt he had, in his 
Rage, pur of 14inda.

When the Meſſenger came, he found the 
Prince upon the point of Engaging with the 
Enemy ; but as ſoon as he heard of the Arri-

Oroonoko reply'd, with a deep Sigh, and alan-' 
guiſhing Voice,- —I am arm'd againſt their worſt

#pare the rejt: Then, commanding him to riſe, 
he laid bimfelf on a Carper, under a rich Pa-:

 Oroonoko bad him return his Duty to his 
Lord and Maſter ; and to aflure him, there 
was no Account of Revenge to be adjuſted be- 
tween them ; if there were, 'twas he was the 
Agreſſor, and that Death wou'd be juſt, and, 
maugre' his Age, worv'd ſee him- righted ; and

a-do to get Admittance. They fell on their 
Faces at.the Foot of his Carpet; where they 
lay, and beſought him with earneſt Prayers 
and Tears, ta jead 'emp forth to Batre], and nar 
let the Encmy gake Advantages of them ; and 
implor'd him to haye regard to his Glory, and . 
. to the World, that depended on his Courage 
and Condut. But he made no ether Reply 
to. all their Supplications but this, That he 
had now no more Buſineſs for Glory ; and for 
the World, it was a Trifle not worth his Care: 
Go (continu he, ſighing) and divide it among ft 
' you; and reap with Joy what you ſo vamly prize, 
and leave me to wy more welcame Deſt ing. 

They then demanded what they ſhow'd do, 
and: whom he wou'd conſtitute in his Room, 
that the Confuſion of amhiriqus.. Youth, and 
Power might not ruin their Order, and make 
them a Prey to the Enemy. He reply'd;, He 
wou'd not give himſelf the Trouble —-. ; buc 
wiſhd 'em to chuſe the braveſt Man amongit 
'em, let his Quality or Birth be what it wou' : 
For, O my Friends (ſaid he!) zt is not Tules 
make Men brave, or good ; or Birth that beſtows 
' Courage and Generofity, or makes the Owner hap- 
2). - Believe this, when. you behold Oroonoko, 
the moſt wretched, and ehaudond by Fortune, of 
all. the. Creation of the Gods. So, turning himſelf 
about, he wou'd make no more Reply to all 
they.cou'd urge or implore. 

"The Army beholding cheir Officers return 
unſucceſsful, with fad Faces, and. ominous | 
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Looks, that preſag'd no good Luck, ſuffer'd a 
chouſand Fears to take Poſſeſſion of their 
Hearts, -and the Enemy to come even. upon 
'em, before they wou'd provide for their Safe- 
ty, by any Defence ; and though they were. 
afſur'd by ſore, who had a mind. to anjmate

-nothing of that part of ttie Encertainment ) was 
very merry, and in great Admiration of the 


Ship, for he had never been in one before ; ſo 
that he was curious of beholding every place, 
where he decently might deſcend. The reft, 
nio leſs curious, who were not quite overcome 
with Drinking, rambl'd at their pleaſure Fore 
arid Aft, as their Fancies guided 'em : So that 
the Captain,” who had well laid his Deſign be- 
fore, gavethe Ward, and ſeiz'd on all his Gueſts; 
they clapping great Irons ſuddenly. 'on the 
Prince, when he was leap'd down in the Hold, 
to view that part- of the Veſſel ; and locking 
him faſt down, ſecur'd him. The fame Trea- 
chery was us'd to all the reſt; and all in one 
Inftant, in ſeveral/places of rhe Ship, were 
laſh'd. faſt in' Trons, and berray'd to Slavery. 
That preat Deſign over, they ſer all Hands to 
work to hoiſe Sail ; and with as treacherousand 
fair a Wind they made from the Shoar with this 
innocent and glorious Prize, who thought of 
nothing leſs chan ſuch an Entertainment. 

' Some have commended this A, as brave, 
in the Captain ; but I will ſpare my Sence of it, 
and leave it to my Reader, to judge as he 
pleaſes. It may beeaſily gueſs'd, 'in what man- 
ner the Prince reſented this Indignity, who 
may be beſt reſembl'd to a Lion taken ina Toll ; 
ſo he rag'd, ſo he ſiruggl'd for Liberty, bur all 
in vain ; and they had ſo wiſely manag'd his 
Fetters, that he cou'd not uſe a Hand in his 
Defence, to quit himſelf of a Life that wou'd 
by no. Means endure Slavery ; nor coud he 
move from the Place where he was ty'd to

-any ſolid -part” of the Ship, againſt which: he 
might” have beat his - Head, and have finiſh'd 
his Difgrace that, way : So that being deprived 
of allother means, hereſolv'd to periſh for want 
of Food: And pleaſed at laſt with that Thought, 
and toil'd and tired by Rage: and Indignation, 
he laid himſelf down, and. fullenly reſolved 
upon. dying , -and refuſed all things that were 

brought him. MER FL 1k) FIST, 
This. did not a little vex the: Captain; and 
-the more ſo, becauſe, he found” almoſt all of 
*em. of - the. fame Humour ; ſo that the loſs of 
fo many brave Slaves, ſo tall and goofdly-to 
behold, wou'd -have been very conſiderable: : 
He therefore order'd one to go from him (for 
he wou'd not be ſeen himſelf) to Oroonoko, and 
to aſſure him he was afflicted for having. raſhly 
. done ſo-unhoſpitable a Deed, and which cou'd 
not be now remedied, fince they were far from 
ſhore ; but ſince he reſented it in ſo high a na- . 
ture, he aſſur'd him lie wou'd revoke his Reſo- 
lution, and ſet both him and his Friends a-ſhore 
on the next-Land they ſhov'd touch at ; and of 
this the Mefſenger gave him his Oath, provi- 
ded be wou'd relolve to: live: And Oroonoko, 
whoſe Honour was ſuch as'he-never had viola- 
red a Word in his Life himſelf, mh leſs a fo- 
lemn Afeveration; believ'd-in an inſtant what 
this Man faid, but reply'd, He expetted for a 
Confirmation of this, to bave his ſhameſull Fer- 
ters diſmiſs'd. Fhis Demand was carried-to 
the Captain, who return'd him anſwer, That 
- the Offence had been ſogreat which he had pur 
upon; the Prince,..that he durſt not truſt him 
with Liberty while he remained ih the Ship, 
'E fo, 
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for fear left by a Valour natural to him, and a | 
Revenge that would animate that Valour, he +

: ſetice: or notion of the God that he Worſhipp'd. 


might commit ſome Outrage fatal to himſelf 
and the King his Maſter, to whom his Veſſel 
did belong.

Command of the Captain, as he was Lord of - 


the King's Veſſel, and General of thoſe Men 
under his Command: ' | 


This was deliver'd to the ſtill doubting Cap- _ 


2ain, who could not refolve to truft a Heather 
tis parole, a Man that had nv 


Oroonoko then replied, He was very forry to 


hear that the Caprain pretended to the Know- 


ledge and Worfhip of any Gods, who had 
taught him no' better Principles, than not to 


Credic as he would beCredited : bur they told 


him the Difference of their Faith occafjon'd 
that Diſtruft : For the Capraint had proteſted ro 
hint upon the Word of a Chriftian, and ſworn in 


the Name of a Great GOD; 'which-'if - he 
ſhou'd violate, he' would expe eternal Tor- 


ment itn the World to' come. I: -tbat all the ob- 
ligation be bas to be Fuſt to his Oath, replied O- 
roonoko ? ' Des him know 1 Swear by my Honour, 
which to violate, wou'd not only render me con- 
cemprible and deſpiſed by all brave and honeff Men, 
and ſo give my ſelf perpetual pain, but it 2w0u'd 
be eternally offending and diſeaſing all Mankind ; 


— betraying, dircumrotrititig and outr aging 
all Men ; 


but Puniſliments hereafter are ſafferd 
by ones ſelf ; and the World takes nd cognitanices 


whether this God haut revenged 'em, of not, ths 
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done ſo ſecretly, and deferr'd fo long i While the 
Man of no Honour, ſuffers every moment the ſcorn 
and contempt of the boneſter World, and dies eve- 
ry day ignominiouſly in bis Fame, which is more 
valuable than Life: I ſpeak not this to move 
Belief, but to ſhew you how you miſtake, when you 
imagine, That he who will wiolate bis Honour, 
will keep bis Word with his Gods. So turning 
from him with a diſdainful ſmile, he refuſed to 
anſwer him, when he urg'd him to know what 
Anfwer he ſhou'd carry back to his Captain ; 
ſo that he departed withour ſaying any more. 

The Captam pondering and conſulting what 
' to do, it was concluded that nothing bur Oroo- 
noko's Liberty wou'd encourage any of the reſt 
to eat, except the French-man, whom the Cap- 
tain cou'd not pretend to keep Priſoner, but 
only told/him he was ſecured becauſe he mighe 
a&t ſomething in favour of the Prince; but that 
| he ſhou'd be freed as ſoon as they came-v&-. 
Land. So that they concluded it, wholly -ne« 
ceſſary to free the Prince from his Irons; that 
he might ſhow himſelf to the reſt ; that chey 
might have an Eye upon him, and that they 
cond not fear a ſingle Man. 

"This being refolv'd, ro make the Obligation 
tho greater, the Caprain himfelf went to Oro6- 
noko ; where, after many Complements, and 
Aſſurances of what he had already promisd, 
he receiving from the Prince his Paro/e, and 
his Hand, for his good Behaviour, diſmiſs'd his 
Irons, and brought him ro his own Cabin; 
_ Where, after- having treated and repos'd him a 

While, for he had neither cat nor ſlept in four 
Days before, he beſought him to viſie thoſe 
| obſtinate 
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obſtinate Pao in 4g why refusd all 
manner of Suſtenance ; and intreated him to 


oblize-*em to eat, and aſſure 'em of their Li- 
berty. the firſt Opportunity. 


Orconoko,. who was too generous, not tb give 


Creditto his Words, ſhew'd himſelf to his Peo-= 
ple, who were tranſported. with Exceſs of Joy 
at the ſighc of their: Darling Prince; falling at 
his Feer, and kiffing and embracing ? em.; be- 
lieving, as ſome- Divine, Oracle, all he afſur'd 
*Em..- : But he beſought *em. to bear their Chains 
with. that Bravery that became thoſe whom he. 
had-ſeen att fo nobly in Arms ; and that they 


cou'd not give him greater | Proofs of their Love - 


wa Friendſhip, ſince *twas all the.Security the 

Captain ( his Friend) cou'd haye, againſt the 

Revenge, be ſaid, they might poſſibly juftly rake, 

for the Injuries fuſtain'd by him.” Andithey all, 

wich one Accord, afſur'd him, they cou'd not 

S e&r enough, when it was for” his Repoſe and 
fety. 

After this they no longer refus'd to cat, but 
cook what was brought *em, and were: pleas 'd 
with their Captivity, ſince by ir they hop'd to 
redeem the Prince, who, all the reſt of the'Voy- 
age,. wax treated. with all the Reſpett.due to his 


Birth, though nothing cou'd divert;his Melan- 


choly ; ; and he wou'd often ſigh;,for 10:mda, 
and think this a Puniſhment due to his Misfor- 
rune, in having lefr that noble Maid behind 
him, that fatal Night, in che Oran, when he 
fled ro the Camp. | 


Polſſeſs'd 'with a thouſand Thoughts of paſt. 


Joys. with. this fair young Pexſon, and a-thou- 


ſand Griefs for her eternal Lofs, he endur'd a |

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tedious S470 and at T arrived at the 
Mouth of the River of Surinam, a Colony be- 
longing to the King of England, and where they 
were tO deliver ſome part of their Slaves. There 
the Merchants and Gentlemen of the Country 
going on Board, to demand thoſe Lots of Slaves ' 
they had already agreed on; and, amongſt 
thoſe, the Over-ſeers of thoſe Plantations where 
I then chanc'd to, be, the Captain, who had gi- 
ven the Word, order'd his Men to bring up 
thoſe noble Slaves in Fetters,' whom I have 
ſpoken of ; and having put'em, ſome in one, 
and fome ig other Lots, with Women and 
Children ( which they call Pickaninies,) they 
ſold *em off, as Slaves, to ſeveral Merchants 
and Gentlemen ; not putting any two in one 
Lot, becauſe they wou'd ſeparate ' em far fro 
each other ; not daring to truſt 'em 'rogerher, 
leſt Rage and Courage ſhou'd put 'em upon 
contriving ſome great Action, to the Ruin of 
the Colony. 

Oroonoko was firſt ſeiz'd on, and fold to our 
Over-ſeer, who had the firſt Lot, with ſeven- 
3 teen more of all forts and ſizes, but not one of 
Quality with hjm. When he ſaw this, he found 
what they meant ; -for, as I faid, he under- 
_ | food Engliſh pretty well; and being wholly 
| unarmd and defenceleſs, ſo as it was in vain to 
make any Reſiſtance, he only beheld the Cap- 
tain with a Look all fierce and diſdainful, up- 
braiding him with Eyes, that forc'd Bluſhes on 
his guilty Cheeks, he only cry'd, in paſſing 
over the Side of the Ship, Farewel, Sir: *Tw 
Warrh my Suffering, to gain ſo true a Knowledge 
poth of you, and of your Gods hy whom you ſwear.”

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And deſiring thoſe that | held bim to forbear 


their. pains, and telling 'em he wou'd, make no 
Reſiſtance, he cry d, Come, my Fellow-Slaves, 


let ws deſcend, and. ſee if we can meet with more. 


Honour and Honeſty in the next TVortd we ſhall 
ouch upon, So he nimbly leapt into the Boar, 
and ſhewing no more Concern, ſuffer'd himſelf 

d. up the River, with, his ſeventeen 


Companions. 

> The Gentleman that, bought. him was. a 
young Corniſh Gentleman, whoſe Name. was 
Trefry,; a Man of great Wir, and fing Learn- 
ing, and was carry'd into thoſe Parts by the 
Lord Governor, to manage all. his, Af; 
fairs, He refleCting on the laſt, Words of Oreo- 
= to the Captain, and beholding the Rich- 
neſs of his Veſt, no ſooner came into the Boat, 
but he. fixd his Eyes. on him; and, finding 
ſomething ſo extraordinary in his Face, his 
Shape and Mien, a Greatneſs of Look, and 


Haughtineſs in his Air, and finding.he ſpoke 


Engliſh, had a great mind to be enquiring into

his Quality and(Fortune ; which, though Orec; | 


»oko endeavour'd. to hide, by only. confeſſing 
he. was, above the Rank of common Slaves , 


Trefry ſoon found, he was yet ſamething grearer 


than he confeſs'd ; and from that Mameny be- 
gan to conceive ſo valt an Eſteem for "Tm, thaj 
he ever after lov'd him as. his, deareſt, Brother, 
and ſhew'd him all the Civilicies due to ſa.great 
a Man, | ee. 
Trefry was a very good Mathematician, and 


a Linguiſt ; cou'd fpeak French. and Spaniſh; 


| and in the three Days they remain'd. in. the. 
Boat (for ſo long were they going, from Uk, 
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Ship, to the, Plantation ), he-entertain'd. Orog” 
»oko ſa agreeably. with. his Art and. Diſcourſe, 
that he was no leſs pleagd with Trefry, than 
he was with the,Prince,; and. he thought, him- 
ſelf, ar leaſt, fortunate: in this, that, ſince; he 
was a Slave, as long as; he wou d ſuffer. himſelf 
to remain. ſo, he had a Man-.of o excellent; Wit - 
and Parts for a. Maſter.: So. that. before-they 
had: finiſh'd. their Voyage . up: the. River, he 
made no ſcruple of declaring, to Trefry:alls his 
Fortunes, and moſt /part of whatAthave here 
related, and put himſelf-wholly into: the. Hands 
of his, new Friend,, whom he-.found..reſ(emmeg 
all the Injuries were done him, and was charnv'd 
with, all the Greatneſles..of his Atiensz; which 
were. recited with that. Modeſtyz and delicate 
Sence,, as. wholly: vanquiſh'd him,. and ſubdufd 
tumn.to his Intereſt, Andijhe promus'd. hnm-on 
his Word- and'/ Honour, he+ wow'd find the 
Means to re-conduct: him. to his -own -Couns * 
Ity, again;: atfuring him, he:had a 'perfe&t Ab- 
horrence. of ſo diſhonourable.an Action-;. and 
that he;wou'd . ſooner . have. dy*d,. than. .bave 
been.the. Author .of ſuch-a.Perhdy,  Hefeund 
the, Prince. was-very much/ concernd to know 
what. became- of his-Fricnds,. and.haw- they: 
took their Slavery ; and Trefry promisd to 
take care about: the-enquiring -after. their !Con- 
dition; and that he. ſhou*d have an Account-of 
'em., Res 
Though, as. Orconoko. afterwards ſaid, hethad- 
little Reaſon to credit the Words of a: Backeas 
rary, yet he-knew not-why.; buthe: ſaw+ a; 
kind-of Sincerity, and awful Truth in the Face 
of,Trefry.; he-ſaw-an Honeſty in-his dara v4 
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he found him wiſe and witty enough to under- 
ſtand Honour ; for it was one of his Maxims, 
A Man of Wit comid not be a Knave or }illain. 


In their\paſſage up the River, they put in 


at ſeveral Houſes for Refreſhment ; and ever 
when they landed, numbers of People wou'd 
flock to behold this Man ; not bur their Eyes 
were daily entertain'd with the ſight of Slaves, 
but the Fame of Oroonoko was gone before him, 
and all People were in Admiration of his Beau- 
ty. Beſides, he had a rich Habit on, in which 
he was taken, ſo different from the reſt, and 
which the Captain cou'd not ſtrip him of, be- 
cauſe he was forc'd to ſurprize his Perſon in 
the Minute he fold him. When he found his 
Habit made him liable, as he thought, to be 
gaz'd at the more, he begg'd Trefry to give him 
ſomething more befitting a Slave ; which he 
did, and took off his Robes. Nevertheleſs, he 
ſhone through all ; and his Oſerbrigs ( a fort of 
brown Holland Suit he had on) cou'd not con- 
ceal the Graces of his Looks and Mien ; and 
he had no leſs Admirers, than when he had 
his dazeling Habit on: The Royal Youth ap- 


f 


..pear'd in ſpight of the Slave, and People cou'd 


not help treating him after a different manner, 
without deſigning it: As ſoon as they ap- 
proach'd him, rhey venerated and efteem'd 


him ; his Eyes infenſibly commanded Reſpect, . 
and his Behaviour infinuated it into every Soul. 


So that there was nothing talk*d of but this 


young and gallane Slave, even by thoſe who' 


yet knew not that he was a Prince. 


FT ought to tell you, that the Chriſt;ans never” 
buy any Slaves bur they give *em ſome Name 
=" Ol 
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of their own, their native ones being likely 
very barbarous, and hard to pronounce ; fo 
that Mr. Trefry gave Oroonoko that of Caſar ; 

which Name will live in that Country as long 
as that (ſcarce more ) glorious one of the great 
Roman ; for tis moſt evident, he wanted ng. 
part of the Perſonal Courage of that Ceſar, 
and acted things as memorable, had they been 
done in ſome part of the World repleniſh'd 
with People, and Hiſtorians, that might have 


given him his due. But his Misfortune was, 


co fall in an obſcure World, that afforded only 


a Female Pen to celebrate his Fame ; though 


I doubt not but it had liv'd from others Endea- 
vours, if the Dutch, who, immediately after 
his Time, took that Country, had not kill'd, 
baniſh'd and diſpers'd all thoſe that were ca- 
pable of giving the World this great Man's 
Life, much better than I have done. And 


Mr. Trefry, who deſign'd it, dy'd before he 


began it; and betmoan'd himſelf for not naving 
undertook it in time. 

For the future therefore, I muſt call Orconc- 
ko, Ceſar, ſince by that Name only he was 
known in our Weſtern World, and by that 
Name he was receiv'd on Shoar at Parham 
Houſe, where he was deſtin'd a Slave, But if 
the King himſelf ( God blaſs him) had come 
a-ſhore, there cou'd not have been greater 
Expectations by all the whole Plantation, and 
thoſe neighbouring ones, :ithan was on ours at 
that time; and he was receiv d more like-a 


Governor; than a Slave. Notwithſtanding, 2s 
"th Cuſtom was, they. aflign'd him his Portion 


gd, his Houſe, and+hig. Buſineſs, up in the 
Et E. 3 Plantation. 
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Plantation. But as it was more for Form, than 
any-Defign, to put him to kis Task, he endur'd_ 
no more of the'Slave but rhe Name, and re- 
maid /fome Days in the Hovſe, receiving all 
Nifits that were made him., withour ftirring 
towards that part of the Plantation where the 
Negroes were. 

Ar laſt, he wou'd needs go view his Land, 
;his Houſe, and the Buſmeſs aſſign'd hirm.. "Bur 
he no ſoorer came to the Houſes of the Slaves, 
-which are like a little Town by it ſelf, the Ne- 
groes:all having left Work , but chey all came 
forth to behold him, and found he was that 
Prince who had, at ſeveral times, fold moſt of 
*2m to theſe Parts; and, from a Veneration 
they pay to great Men, eſpecially if chey know 
'em, and from the Surprize and: Awe they had. 
at the fight of '/him, they all caſt rhemlelves at 
his Feet, crying out, in'their Language, Live, 
O King! Long live, O King! And kiſſing his 

Feer, paid him even Divine Homage. 
- Several E»gliſþh Gentlemen were with him; 
- and what Mr. Trefry had rold *em, was here 
- confirm'd ; of which he himfelf before had no 
other Wirneſs than Cze/ar himfelf: But he 
was infinitely glad to find his Grandure con- 
firm'd by the Adoration of all the Slaves. 
_ C24far troubld with their Over-Joy, and: 
Over- Ceremony, beſought *em to riſe, and to 
_ receive him as their Fellow-Slave ; affuring 
them, he was no better. At which they ſer 
up-with one Accord a moſt 'terrible arid Hidi- 
ous Mourning and Condoling, which he-and 
the Engiih had much a-do to a peals 3-bur'at 
hf they provail:d-with em, tity d 
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all their barbarous Mufick, and every one kill'd 
and dreſs'd ſomething of his own Stock (for 
every Family has their Land a-pare, on which, 
at their leiſure-times, they breed all catable 
things ; and clubbing 1 It rogether, made a moſt 
magnificent Supper, inviting their Grandee Cnp- 
tain, their Prince, to honour it with his Pre- 
ſence ; which he did, and ſeveral Engliſh with 
him ; where they all waited on him, ſome play- 
Ing, others dancing before him all the time, aC- 
cording to the Manners of their ſeveral Nati- 
ons ; and with unwearied Induſtry, endea- 
vouring to pleaſe and delight him. 

While they fat at Mear, Mr. Trefry told Cz- 
far, that moſt of theſe young Slaves were un- 
done 'in Love, with a fine She-Slave, whom 
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- they had had abcour Six Months on their Land ; 


the Prince, who neier heard the Name of Love . 
without a Sigh, nor any mention of it withouc 
the Curioſity of examining further into thar 
tale, which of a!l Diſcourſes was moſt agree- 
able to him, asked, how they came to be fa 
Unhappy, as to be all Undone for: one: fair 
Slave? Trefry, Who was naturally Amorous; 
and lov'd to taik of Love as well as any body, 
proceeded to te!l him,;they had the moſt charm- 
Ing Black that ever was beheld on their Plants- 
tion, about fifteen or ſixteen Years old, as he 
SUCK; that, for his parc, he had done nothing 
bur Sigh for her ever fince ſhe came ; and 'rhar 
atl rhe hite Beauties he had ſeen, never 
cliartnd hitn ſo aBſqlurely as this fine Creature 
had tao Pole: Me: = tharno Man, of any Naticr, 
Ps did-nor fall in Love with 
is; nd qi ie-hid all'the- $4; perpett- 
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 fity.to. a Slave, and. Ceſar only applaud 


ally at'her Feet ; and the whole Country re- 
ſounded with the Fame of Cle1ene, for fo, faid 
he, we have Chriſt ned her : Bur ſhe denies us 


_ all with ſuch a noble Diſdain, thar 'tis a Mira- 


cle to ſee, that ſke, who can give ſuch eternal 
Deſires, ſhou'd her ſelf be all Ice, and all Un- 
concern. She is adorn'd with the moſt Grace- 
ful Modeſty that every beautify d Youth ; the 
ſofteſt Sigher— ——rhar, if ſhe were capable 
of Love, one wou'd ſwear ſhe languiſh'd for 
ſome abſent happy Man; and fo retir'd, as if 
ſhe fear'd'a Rape even from the God of Day ; 
or that the Breezes wou'd fteal Kiſſes from her 
delicate Mouth. Her Task of Work ſome ſigh- 
ing Lover every Day makes it his Peytion to 
perform . for her, which ſhe excepts Bluſhing, 
and with Reluctancy, for fear he will ask her 
a Look for a Recompence, which he dares not 
preſume to hope ; ſo great an Awe ſhe ſtrikes 
into the Hearts of her Admirers. I do not won- 
der, replied the Prince, that Clemene ſhou'd re- 
fuſe Slaves, 'bemg, as you.fay, ſo Beautifui ; but 
wonder bow ſhe eſcapes thoſe who can entertam ber 
as you can do: or why, being your Slave, you do 
not oblige her to yield, I confeſs, faid Trefry, when 
T have, againſt ber Will, entertatwd her with Love 


fo long, as to be tranſported with my Paſſion ; 


even above Decency, I have been ready to make 
uſe of thoſe advamages of Strength and Force Na- 
ture has given me. But oh | ſhe diſarms me, with 
that Modeſty and Weeping, ſo tender qnd ſo mo- 
wing, that I retire, and thank my Stars ſlie over- 


came me. The Company. laugh'd at his Civi- 


Noblencſ of his Paſſion and. Natlire; finoe that 
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Slave might be Noble, or, what was better, 
have true Notions of Honour and Vertue in' 
her. Thus paſs d they this Night, after having 
received, from the Slaves, all imaginable Re- 
ſpect and Obedience. = 
The next Day Trefry ask'd Cz/ar to walk, 
when the Heat was allayd, and deſignedly 
carried him by the Cottage of the fair Slave ; 
and told him, ſhe whom he ſpoke of laſt Night 
livd there road But, ſays he, 1 would 7' 
wiſh you to Approach, for, 1 am ſure, you will be 
in (tw as fd as 1 her. Cofar allur'd 
him, he was proof againft all the Charms of 
that Sex; and that if he imagin'd his Hearc 
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cou'd be ſo perfidious to Love again, after 1 


Imoinda,- he believ'd. he ſhou'd tear it from his 
Boſom ; "They had no ſooner ſpoke, but a lir- 
tie ſhock Dog, that Clemene had preſented her, 
which ſhe took great Delight in, ran out 4 and 
ſhe, not knowing any body was there, ran to 
get it in again, and bolted out on thoſe who 
were juſt Speaking of her : When ſeeing them, 
ſhe wou'd have run in again ; bur Trefry caughr 
her-by the Hand, and cry'd, Clemene, how- 
ever you fly a Lover, you ought to pay ſome ReſpeF 
to thus Stranger : ( pointing to Ceſar ) But ſhe, 
as if ſhe had reſolv'd never to raiſe her Eyes to 
the Face of a Man again, bent 'em-the more to 
the Earth, when he ſpoke, and gave the Prince 
the Leaſure to look the more at her.

her in his Arms. where, by Jeprees,. the came 
to herſeif ; and *tis needleſs to tell with what 
Tranſports, what Extafies of Joy, they both a 
while beheld each other, without Speaking ; 
then Snarch'd each'other to their Arms; then 
Gaze again. as if they ſtill doubted whether 
they poſſe(&'d the Bleſſing: They Graſp'd; 
but when they recover'd their Speech, *cis nor 
to be imagin'd, what tender Things they ex- 
pre{s'd to each other ; wondering what ſtrange 
Fate had brought 'em apain rogether. They 
ſoon inform'd each other of their Fortunes, 
and equally bewail'd their Fare ; bur, at the 
farne time, they muruall y proteſted. that even 
ers and Slavery were Soft and Eafie; and 
word be ſupported with Joy and Picaſtre, 
vhile they cou'd be fo happy to poſfeſs each 
the and to be able to make good their Vows. 
Ceſar ſwore he tiſdain'd the Empire of the 
World, while ke cou'd behold his 199c5nd2; and 
the def] ſpis*d Grandure arid Pornp, thoſe Vaii- 
ties of her Sex, when ſhe cold Gaze on Oroo- 
noks. He ador'd the very Cottage where" ſhe 
Tefided, and faid, That lictfe Trich of the Wortd 
road give himh 'thors HappiheR ral all 'the 
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Trefry was infinitely pleas'd-wich this Novel, 
and found this Clemene was the. Fair Miſtreſs of 
whom Cz/ar had before ſpoke ; and was fiot a 
lictle fatisfied, thar Heaven was ſo kind to the 
Prince, as to {weeten his Misfortunes by ſo lucky 
an Accident ; ; and leaving the Lovers to them- 
ſelves, was impatient to -come down to Par- 
bam-Huuje e, (which wason the ſame Plantation) 
to give mean Account of what had hapned. I 
was as impatient to make theſe Lovers a Viſit, 
baving already made a Friendſhip with Czſar; 
and from his own Mouth learn'd what I have 
related, which was confirmed by his French- 
man, who was ſet-on Shoar 'to ſeek his For- 
tunes; and of whom they cou'd not make a 
Slave, becauſe a Chriftian ; and he came daily 
to Parbam-H to fee and pay his Reſpedts to 
his Puple Prince : So that concerning and 1n- 
trefting 4ny ſelf, in all thar related to Cefar, 
whom I had affur'd of Liberty, as ſoon as'the 
Governor arriv'd,, I hafted preſently to the 
Place were the Lovers were, and was infinitely 
blad to find this Beautiful young $lave ( who 
had already gain'd' all our Efteems, for her 
Modeſty and her extraordinary Prettyneſs 
to be the ſame 1 had heard 'Cz/ar ſpeak ſo rmuch 
of. One may imagine then we paid her a 
treble Reſpect ; and though from her being 
carv'd in fine Flowers and Birds all over her 
Body, we'took her'ito-be of Quality before,-yet 
when he khew 'Clemene was Imomda, we cord 
Hot enough admire her. 

- Thad for got totell you, that thoſe who-are 
Nobly borh of th& Country, are fo delictly 
Otit "und Racl all-over the fore- a ink 
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Trunk of their Bodies, that it Inoks as if it were 
Tapan'd; the Works being raiſed like high. 
Poynt round the Edges of the Flowers: Some 
are only Carv'd with, a little Flower, or Bird, 
at the Sides of the Temples as was Ceſar ; and 
thoſe who are ſo Carv'd over the Body, re- 
ſemble our Ancient Pi&s, thar are figur'd in 
the Chronicles, but theſe Carvings are more 
delicate. | 

From that happy Day C#ſar took Clemene 
for his Wife, tothe general: Joy of all People; 
and. there was as much Magnificence as the 
Country wou'd afford at the Celebration of 
this Wedding ; and in a*'very ſhort time after 
fhe conceivdd with Child ; which made Ceſar 
even.adore her, knowing he was the laſt of his 
Great Race, This new Accident made him 
more Impatient of Liberty, and he was every 
Day treating with Trefry for his and Clemene's 
Liberty ; and offer'd either Gold, or a vaſt 
quantity of Slaves, which ſhou'd be paid before 
they let him go, provided he cou'd have any 
Security that he ſhou'd go when his Ranſom 
was paid; They fed him from Day to Day 
with Promiſes, and delay*'d him, till the Lord 
Governor ſhou'd come ; fo that he began to 
ſuſpe&t them of falſhood, and that they wou*d 
delay him till the time of hjs Wives delivery, 
and make a Slave of that too, for all the Breed 
is. theirs to whom the Parents belong : This 
Thought made him very uneaſy, and his Sul; 
lenneſs gave them ſome Jealouſies of him ; ſo 
that L was oblig'd by ſome Perſons, wha fear'd 
a 'Mutiny ( which is. very Fatal ſometimes.in 
thaſs "Colonies, that abound fo. with Favs 
| rat 
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that they exceed the Whites in vaſt Numbers) 
to diſcourſe with Ceſar, and to give him all 
the SatisfaCtion I poſſibly cou'd ; they knew he 
and Clemene were ſcarce an Hour in a Day from 
my Lodgings 3 ; that they ear with me, and thar 
'I oblig'd *em in all things I was capable of: I 
entertain'd him with the Lives of the Romans, 
and great Men, which charm'd him to my 
Company ; and her, with teaching her all the 
pretty Works that I was Miſtreſs of ; and tel- 
ling ber Stories of Nuns, andendeavouring to 
bring her ro the knowledge of the true God. 
Bur of all Diſcourſes Cz/ar likd that the worſt, 
and wou'd never be reconcil'd to our Notions 
of the Trinity, of which he ever made a Jeſt ; 
it was a Riddle, he ſaid, wou'd turn his Braia 
to conceive, and one cou'd not make him un- 
derſtand what Faith was. However, theſe 
Converſations faild not altogether fo well to 
divert him, that he lik'd the Company of us 
Women much above the Men; for he cou'd 
not Drink; and he is but an ill Companion in 
that Country that cannot: So thar obliging 
him to love us very well, we had ll che Liber- 
ty of Speech with him, eſpecially my ſelf, whom 
he calld his Great Miſtreſs ; and indeed my 
Word wou'd go a great way with him. For 
theſe Reaſons, I had Opportunity to take no- 
tice to him, that he was not well pleas'd of 
late, as he usd to be ; was more retir'd and 
choughttul ; ar:d told him, I cook it Ji! he 
ſhou'd Suſpect we wou'd break our Words with 7 
him, and not permit both him and Clemene to ©»! 
' Teturn to his own Kingdom, which was not fo 3 
longa way, but when he was once on his Voy-

ſelf for having ſuffer'd Slaver y,ſ>long;; yet he 
charg'd that weakneſs on Love alorie, who was 
capable of making him neglg& even; Glory.it 
it ſelf; and, for which, now he_.repraaches 
himſelf every, moment of the Day. Much 
more to this 'efiet he ſpoke, with an Air. im- 
patient enough to make me know he. wouw'd nor 
be long in Bondage; and though: he ſuflepd 
only the Name of a Slave, and had nothing of

ficient to render himUneaſy ; and he. had been 
too long Idle, who us'd to be always\in Acth: 
on, and in Arms: He had a Spirit a!l.Rough 
and Fierce, and that cou'd not be tam'd to lazy: 
Reſt; and though all endeavours were,us'd ro 
exerciſe himſelfin ſuch Aftions and Sporga as woe

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World attorded, as Running, Wreſtling, Pitch- 
ing the Bar ; Hunting and, Fiſhing, Chaſing and - 
Killing 7:gers of a monſtrous. Size, which this 
Continent affords in abundance ; and wonder- 
ful Szakes, ſuch. as. Alexander is reported to 
have incounter'd at the River of Amozons,; and, 
which C=ſar took great, Delight to overcome; 
yet theſe were not Actions, great enough. for 
his large Soul, which was ſtill panting after more 
renown d, Action. | 

Beforg, I. parted. that Day. with him, I got, 
with, much ado, a Promiſe. from, him to reſt 
yet a litle langer with Pacience, and wait.the 
coming of the Lord Governor, who was every 
Day expected .on.our. Shore; he aſſur'd. me he 
wou d, and.this Promiſe he.defired.me.to know. 
was given. periectly, in, Complaiſance tome, in. 
whom he had.an jrjre, Confidence. 

Afer. this, I ngucher thought, it convenient 
to, truſt. hum much. our, of.our View, nor; did;

we had had, it may not be unpleaſant to re- 
late to you the Diverſions we entertain'd him 
with, or rather he us. 
My ſtay was to be ſhort in that Country, 
becauſe my Father dy'd at Sea, and never ar- 
-  _rivd to poſſeſs the Honour was deſign'd him, 
( which -was Lieutenant-General of Six and 
thirty Iſlands, beſides the Continent of Sur:- 
am ) nor the advantages he hop'd to reap by 
them ; ſo that though we were obligd to con- 
tinue on our Voyage, we did not intend to ſtay 
upon the Place : Though, in a Word. I muſt 
fay thus much of it, -That certainly had his late 
Majeſty ,offacred Memory, but ſeen and known 
what a vaſt and charming World he had been 
Maſter of in that Continent, he would never 
have parted ſo Eaſily with it to the Dutch. Tis 
a Continent whoſe vaſt Extent was never yet 
known,and may contain more Noble Earth than 
al/the Univerſe beſides; for, they ſay, it reaches 
from Eaſt to Weſt one Way as far, as China, and 
another to Peru: It affords all things both for 
- Beauty and Uſe ; 'tis there Eternal Spring, al- 
ways the very Months of April, May and Fune; 
the Shades are perpetual, the Trees, bearing 
at once all degrees of Leaves and Fruit, from 
blooming .Buds to ride Autumn ; Groves of 
Oranges, Limons, Citrons, Figs, Nutmegs, and 
noble Aromaticks, continually bearing their 
Fragrancies. The Trees appearing all like Noſe- 
gays adorn'd with Flowers of different kind ; 
ſome are all White, ſome Purple, ſome Scafler, 
ſome Blew, foine Yellow ; bearing, atthe ſame 
awe, Ripe Fruit'and Blooming Young, or pro- 
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ducing every Day new: "The very Wood of 
all theſe Trees have an intrinſick Value above 
common Fimber ; for _chey are, when'cur; of 


different Colours, glorious to behold : and bear 


a Price conſiderable, to inlay withal. Beſides 
this, they yield rich Balm, and Gums; ſo that 
we-make our Candees of ſuch an Aromatick Sub- 


ſtance, as does not. only give a ſufficient Lighr, 


but, as they. Burn, they caſt their Pertumes all 
about. Cedar is the common Firing, and all 
the Houſes are built with it. The very Meat 


. we eat, when ſeron the Table, if itbe Native, 


I mean of the Counrry, perfumes the whole 
Room ; eſpecially a little Beaſt call'd ah Arma- 
dilly, a thing which I can liken co nothing ſo 
well as a Rhinoceros ; 'tis all in white Armor ſo 
joynted, that it moves as wellin it, as if irhad 
noching on'; this Beaft is abour the bigneſs of a 
Pig of Six Weeks old, Bur it were endleſs to 
gif& an Account of all the divers Wonderfull 
and Strange-things that Country affords, and 
which we took a very great Delight to go in 


' ſearch of ; though thoſe Adventures are ofren= 


times Faral and atleaſt Dangerous: Bur while 
we had Cz/ar 1n our Company on theſe De- 
ſigns we fear'd no harm, nor ſufferd any. 

As ſoon as I came into the Country, the 
beſt Houſe in it was preſented me call'd St. Fobn's 
Hill. It ftood on a vaſt. Rock of whice Marble, 
at the Foot of waich the River ran-a vaſt. depth 
down, and not'to. be deſcended on that-ſife ; 
the lictle Waves ſtill daſhing and waſhing the 
foot of this Rock, made the ſofteſt Murmurs 
-and Purlings in the World; and the Oppoſite 


iy Bank was adorn'd with ſuch vaſt quantities of 


F __ different 
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different Flowers eternally Blowing, and eve- 
Ty Day and Hour new, fenc'd behind 'em with 
lofty 'Trees of a Thoufand rare Forms and Co- 
lours, that the Proſpect was the moſt raving 
| that Sands can create. On the Fdge of this 
.. white Rock, rowards the River, was a Walk 
or Grove of Orange and Limon Trees, about 
halfthe length of the Marl here, whoſe Flowery 
and Fruity bear Branches meet at the top, and 
hinder'd the Sun, whoſe Rays are very fierce 
there, from entering a Beam into the Grove; 
and the cool Air that came from the River 
made it not only fit to entertain People in, ar 
all the hotteſt Hours of the Day, bur refreſh'd 
the ſweet Bloſſoms, and made it always Sweet 
and Charming ; and ſure the whole Globe of 
the World cannot ſhow ſo delightful a Place 
as this Grove was: Not all the Gardens of 
boaſted 7raly can produce a Shade to our-vie |

- render ſo exceeding Fine ; and 'tis a marvel to 
ſee how ſuch vaſt Trees, as big as £ngliſh Oaks, | | 
cou'd take footing on ſo folid a Rock, and in ſo | 
littleEarth, as cover'd that Rock; but all things 
by Nature there are Rare \ Delightful and Won-. || * 
derful. Bur to our Sparts. 
Sometimes we woud g0 tweiing, and in | _

=. Prey; and oftentimes we have been in great f \ 
S Danger,. and have fled a-pace for our Lives, {| 
when ſurprizd by the Dams. Bur once, above 
all other times, we went on this Deſign, .and 
Ceſar was with us, who had no ſooner: ſtolin 
a young Tager from her Neſt ; but going off, |, 
we.

[No eſcaping this inrag'd and ravenous Beaſt. 


However, we Women fled ae faſt as we cou'd 


from it ; 'but our Heels had not fay'd our Lives, + 


if C4/ar had not laid down his Cab, when he 
found the Tiger quit her Prey to make the 
more ſpeed towards him; and taking Mr. 47ar- 
tn's Sword, defir'd him to ſtand aſide, or fol- 


| low the Ladies. He obey'd him, and Czar 


met this monſtrous Beaſt of might, fze, and 
vaſt Limbs, who came with open Jaws upon 
him ; and fixing his Awtul ſtern Eyes full upon 
thoſe of the Beaſt, and putting hizfelf into a 
very ſteddy and good aiming poſture of De- 
tence, ran his Sword quite through his Breaſt 
down to his very Heart, home to the Hi:r of 
the Sword ; the dying Beaſt ftretch'd forth her 
Paw, and going to graſp his Thigh, ſurpriz'd 
with Death in that very moment, did him rio 
other harm than fixing her long 'Nails in his 
Fleſh very deep, feebly wounded him, bur 
cou'd not graſp the Fleſh to tear oft any. 
When he had done this, he hollow'd to us

Another time, being in the Woods. he kill'd 
a Tiger, which had long infeſted that part, and 
born away abundance of Sheep and Oxen, and 
other things, that were for the ſupport of thoſe 
to whom they belong d ; abundance of People 
aſſail'd this Beaft, ſome. affirming they had ſhot 
her with ſeveral Bullets quite through the Bo- 
dy, at ſeveral times; and ſome ſwearing they 
ſhor her through the very Heart, and they 
believ'd ſhe was a Devil rather chan a Mortal 
thing. Ceſar, had often ſaid, he had a mind 
to encounter this Monſter, and ſpoke with ſe- 
veral Gentlemen who had attempted her; one 
crying, I ſhot her with ſo many poyſon'd Ar- 
rows, another wiih his Gun in this part of 
her, and another in that ; fo that he remark- 
 Ingall theſePlaces where ſhe was ſhot, fancy'd 
ſtill he ſhou'd overcome her, by giving her an- 
other ſort of a Wound than any had yet done; 
and one day faid (at the Table ) hart Trophies N 
and Garlands Ladies will you make me, if 1 bring . 
you home the Heart of this Ravenous Beaſt: that

mis'd he ſhou'd be rewarded at all our Hands. 

"So taking a Bow, which he chugd our of a

view, they found her muzzling in the Belly 
of a new raviſh'd Sheep, which ſhe had rqyrn 
open.; and ſeeing her ſelf approact'd, ſhe took 
faſt hold of her Prey, with her fore Paws, and 
ſet a very fierce raging Look on Cz/ar, with- 
out offering to approach-him ; for fear, ar the 
ſame time, of loſing what ſhe had in Poſleſſi- 
on. So that C4/ar remain'd a good while, on- 
ly taking aim, and getting an opportunity to 
ſhoot her where he deſign'd ; *twas ſome time 
before he cou'd accompliſh it, and to wound 
' . Her, and not kill her, woud but have enrag'd 
ber more, and indanger'd him: He had a Qui- 
ver of Arrows at his ſide, fo that if one fail'd 
he cou'd be ſupply'd ; at aft, retiring a. little, 
he gave her opportunity to eat, for he found 
ſhe was Ravenous, -and fell too as ſoon as ſhe 
ſaw him retire ; being more eager of her Prey 
than of doing new Miſchiefs.

. In the Heart affd Live; but when the Heart of 
F'2 this 
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this courageous Animal was taken out, there 
were. Seven Bullets of Lead in it, and the 
Wounds team's uD with great Scars, and ſhe 
liv d with the Bullets a great while, fot it was 
long ſince they were ſhot: This Heart the 
Conqueror brought ap to us, and 'twas a'very 
great Curioſity, which all the Country came 
to ſee; and which gave C2far occaſion of many 
fine Diſcourſes; of Accidents in War, and 
frange Eicapes. 

AL other times he wou'd g95 a Fiſhing ; and 
diſcourifing on that Diverſion, he found we had 
im that Country a very ſtrange Fiſh, cali'd, a 
Numb Eel, (an Eel of which I have eaten) that 
while it is alive, it has a quality fo Cold, thar 
thoſe who are Angling, thouzh with a Line of - 
never ſo great a length, wich a Rod at the end 
of it, it ſhall, in the ſame minute the Bait is 
touched by this Zc/, ſeize him or her that holds 
the Rod with benumb'dnefs, that ſhall deprive 
*em of Senle, for a while ;. and ſome have faln 
into the Vater, and others grop'd as dead on 
the Banks of the Rivers where they ſtood, as 
ſoon as this Fiſh touches the Bair. Ce2/ar ugd 
to laugh at this, - and heliev'd ic impoſſible a_ 
Man cow'd loſe his Force at the touch of a 
Fiſh-; and cou'd not underſtand that Philoſo- 
phy, that. a cold Quality ſhould be of that Na-. 
ture :. However, he had a great Curiolity to 
try whether it wou'd have the ſame effect on 
him it had on others, and often rry'd, but in . 
Yain ; at laſt, the ſought-for Fiſh care to the 
- Bair, as he ſtood Angling on the Bank ; - and 
inſtead of throwing away the Rod, or giving 
It a ſudden twitch out of the Water, wines 
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he might have caught both the Ee-!, and have 
diſmiſs'd the Rod, before 'it cou'd have roo 
much Power oven him} ; for Experiment-ſake, 


| he graſp'd ir but the harder, and fainting fell 


into th: River; and' being Ritl poſſeſs d of the 
Rod, the Tide carry*d him ſenſcle's as he was 
a great way, till an India» Boat took him up ; 


_ and perceiv'c 4, when they touch'd him, a Numb- 


nels ſeize chem, and by thar knew the Rod was 
in his Hand : which, with a Paddle, ( that 1s, 
a ſhort Oar) they truck away, and (narch'd 
It into the Boat, Eel and all. if C -/ar Were 
almoſt Dead, with the effect of ris 4 Fiſh; he 
was more fo with thar of the ater, where'he 
had remain'd the ſpace of going a 1 eapue; and 


- they found they had much a-do to bring him 
- back to Life: But, arlaſt, they Jid, and brought 


him home, where he was .in a ſew Hours wel} 
Recover'd and Refretl'd ; and not a little A- 
ſham'd to find he ſhowd be overcome by an 
Eel ; and that ali the Peop!e, wiv beard his 
Defiance, wou'd Laugh ar h11m. But we chear- 
ed him up; and he, berg convinc'd, we had 
the Eel at Supper ; which was a quarter of an 
Elt about, and moſt delicate Meat ; and was of 
the more Value, fince it colt ſo Dear, as almoſt 
the Life of fo pallanc a Man. 

About this time we were in many mmarral 
Fears, about fome Diſputes rhe Englijh had 
with the Indians ; fo that we cou'd rue cruſt 
our ſelves, without great Numbers, ro go to 
any Indian Towns, or Place, where they a- 
bode; for fear they ſhou'd fall upon us, as they 
did immediately after my coming away ; and 
that it was in the poſſeſſion of the Durch; who 
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usd *em nor ſo civ ty : as the Engliſh; ſo that 
they Tur 'ig pieces all they cou'd rake, gerting. | 
Into Houſes, and hanging up the Mother, and... 
all her Children about ber ;- and Cur a 3: Kooks | 
man, I left behiad me, ail n Joyns, and naird 
him to Trees, | 
This fevd began while I was there; ſo that + 
T loſt half the facisfaCtion I propos'd, 1n not ſee- 
ing and viliting the Indian Towns. But one 
Day, bemoaniiug of our Misfortun«ts upen this 
account, Ce/ar told us, we need not Fear ;,for 
if we had a mind to g9, he wou'd undertake. 
ro be-our Guard : Some wou'd, but moſt wou'd 
not venture; about Eighicen of us reſylvd, and 
took Barge; and after Eight Days, arriv'd near 
an Tadian. Yown : Burt approaching it, the 
Hearis of fore of our Company faild, and 
they wou'd nut venture on Shore ; ſo we Poll'd 
who woud, and who Wou 'd nor: For my 
part, I ſaid, If Cz2/zr wou'd, Il woud go ; he 
reſolv'd, fo did my Brother, and my Woman, 
a 'Maid of good Courage. Now none of us 
ſpeaking the Language of the People, and ima- 
gining we ſhou'd have a halt Diverſion in Ga- 
Zing only.; and not knowing what tney ſaid, | 
* we took-a Fiſherman that liv'd ac the Mouth of 
the River,who had been a longTnhabirant there, 
and oblig'd him to go with us : Bur becauſe he 
was known to the Indians, as trading among /em; 
and being, by long Living there, become a per- 
fect indian i In Colour, we who reſolv d toſurprize 
'em, by making 'em ſee ſomething they never 
had ſeen,(that is, White People)reſolv'd only my | 
ſelf, my Brother, and Woman ſhou'd go; ſo Ce- . 
far, the F ihgrman, and the reſt, hiding CE 
| omg . 
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fome thick Reeds and Flowers, that grew on 
che Banks, let us paſs on towards the Town, 
which wh on the Bank of the River all along. 
A little diftant from rhe Houſes, or Hutts;' we 
ſaw ſorne Dancing, others buſy'd In ferching 
and carrying of Water ſrom the River : They 
had no ſooner ſpy'd us, bur they fet up a loud 
Cry, that frighred us at firtt; we thought it had 
been for thoſe thar ſhould Kill us, bur it ſeems 
ic was of Wonder ana Amezeinent. They were 
all Naked, and we were Dreisd, fo as is moſt 
comode tor the hot Countries, very Glittering 
and Rich ; ſorhat we appear d extreamly fine; 
my own Hair was cut ſhort, and Ihad a Taf- 
ſaty-Cap, with Black Feathers, on my Head , 
my Brother was in a Stuff Sute, with Silver 
Loops. and Buttons, and abundance of Green . 
Ribbon; this wasallinfinitely furpriſing to them, 
and becauſe we faw them ſtand ſtil}, till we 
approach d 'em, we took Heart and 2dvancd ; 
came up to em, and offer'd 'em our Hands; 
which they took, and look'd on us 'round a 
bout, calling {rill for more Company ; who 
came ſwarming out, all wondering, and cry- 
ing our Tepeerre ; taking their Hair up in their 
Hands, and {ſpreading it wide to thoſe they 
call d out too; as if they wou'd fay (as indeed 
it ſignify'd ) Number -leſs Wonders, or not to be 
recounted, no, more than to number the Hair 
of their Heads. By degrees they grew more 
bold, and from gazing upon us round, they 
rouch'd us; laying their Hands upon all the 
Features of our Faces, feeling our Breaſts and 
Arms, taking up one Percicoat, then wonder- 
i"g ro ſee. another ; admiring our Shooes and 
Stockings, 
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Stockings, but more our Garters, which we 
gave *em ; and they ty d about their Legs, be- 
ing Lacd with Silver Lace at the ends, tor they 
much Eſteem any ſhining things: In tine, we 
ſuffer'd em ro ſurvey us as they pleas'd, and 
we thought they woud never have done adfni- 
ring us. Wher Cz/ar, and the reſt, ſaw we 


, were receiv'd with fuch wonder, they came 


up to us; and finding the Id:an Frader whom 
they knew, (tor 'tis by theſe Fiſhermen, call'd 


| Tndian Traders, we hojd a Commerce with *'em; 


for they love not to go far from home, and we 
never £0 to them j when they ſaw him therefore 
they ſer up a new Joy ; and cry 'd, in their Lan- 
guage, Ob! here's our Tiguamy, and we ſhall now 
know wherber thoſe things can [peak : So advan- 
Cing to him, ſome of 'em gave him their Hands, 
and cry'd Amera Tiguamy, which is as much as, 
How ds you, or Welcome Friend ; and all, with one 
din, began to gabble to him, and ask'd, If we had 
Senſe,and Wit? if we cou'd talk of Aﬀeairsof Life, 
and War, as they cou'd do? if we cou'd Hunt, 


Swim, and do a thouſind things they uſe? He 


anſwer'd 'em, We coud. Then they invited 
us into their Houſes, and dreſs'd Veniſon and 
Buffelo for us; and, going our, gathered a'Leat 
of a Tree, calld a Sarumbo Leaf, of Six Yards 
long, and ſpread it on the Ground for a Table- 
Cloth; and cutting another in pieces inſtead of 
Plates, ferting us on little bow T:4ian Stools, 
which they cut out of one intire piece of Wood, 
and Paint, in a fort of Japan-Work: They 
ſerve every one their Meſs on theſe pieces of 
Leaves, and it was very good, but too high 


ſeaſon'd with Pepper. When we had eat, my 


Brother, 
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Brot' her, and F, took out our Flaves, and play*'d 
to *<m, which gave *em n:w Wonder ; and [ 
ſoon perceiv'd, by an atlmiration, 'that is nz- 
tural to theſe People ; and by the extream Ig- 
norance and Simplicity of *em, it were nor-dit- 
ficult to efabliſh any unknown or extrava Agant 
Religion among them : ; and to impofe any No- 
tions or Fictions upon *em For ſeeing a Kinſ- 
man of mine ſer ſome Paper a Fire, witha Burn- 
ing glaſs, a Trick rhey had never before ſeen, 
they were like to have Ador'd him for a Gcd;; 
and beg'd he wow'd give them the Charaers 
or Figures of his Name, that they might op- 
poſe it roi gas Winds and Storms; which he 
did, and they held it up in thoſe 5 Geafons, and 
fancy*d it had a Charm to conquer them ; and 
kept it like a Holy Relique. They are very 
Superſtitious, and cal'd him the Great Peet, 
that 1, Prophet. They ſhow'd us their Fabien 
Peeie, a Yourh of about Sixteen Years ofd. as 
handſom as Nature cou'd make a Man. They 
confecrate a beautiful Youth from his Infancy, 
and all Arts arc us'd to compiear him in the fi- 
neſt manner, both in Beauty and Shape : He 
Is bred to all the little Arcs and Cunning they 
are capable of ; to all the Legerdemain Tricks, 
and Slight of Hand, whereby he impoſes upon 
the Rabble ; and is beth a Doctor in Phyſick 
and Divinity. . And by theſe Tricks makes the 
Sick believe he ſometimes eaſes cheir Pains; by 
drawing from the afflicted part little Serpents; 
or odd Flies, or Worms, or any Strange thing ; 
and though they have beſides undoubted good 
Remedies, for almoſt all their Diſeaſes, they 
cure. the Patient more by Fancy than Ya Me- 
ICINEs ; 
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dicines ; and make themſe}ves Fear'd, Loy'd, 
and/Revereac'd. "This young Peeze had a ve- 
ry young Wife, who ſeeing my Brother k#ls 
her; came running and kifsd me; after this 
they kiſs'd one another, and made it a VC- 
ry great Jeſt, it being {© Novel ; and new Ad- 


miration and Laughing went round the Mul-. 


titude, that they never will forget that Cere- 


mony, never before us'd or known. Ceſar had 


a mind to Tee and talk with their War-Cap- 


tains, and we were conducted to one of their 
Houſes ; where we beheld ſeveral of-the great , 
Captains, who had been at Councel : But fo 


frightful a Viſion it was to ſee 'em no Faricy 


can create ; no ſuch Dreams can repreſent ſo 


- dreadful a Spectacle. For my 'part Ltook *em 
for Hobgoblins, or Fiends, rather than Men'; 


but however their Shapes appear'd, their-Souls 


were.very Humane and Noble ; but ſome wal- 
re their Noſes, ſome their Lips, ſome both 


Noſes and Lips, ſome their Ears, ' and others.

he ſo Wounded in War; he was Impatient to 
know how they all came by thoſe frightful 


Marks of Rage or M3lice, rather than Wounds 


got in Noble Bartel : They roid us, by our In- 
terpreter, That when any War was waging, 


two Men choſen cut by ſome old Caprarnm, whofe 
| Fighting was paſt, and who cou'd only teach 


the Theory of War, theſe two Men were to 
ſtand in_Competition for the Generalfhip, or 
Great War Captain ; and being brought before 
the old Judges, now paſt Labour, they are

fect, open, ana free Trade with *em : Many 
things Remarkable, and worthy Reciting, we 


.». met with-in this ſhort Voyage; becauſe Cz/ar 


made ir his Buſineſs ro'ſearch out and. provide 


, for our Entertainment, eſpecially to pleaſe his 


Bearly Ador'd Imoinda, who was a'tharer in 
all our Adventutes:; we being refoly'd to make 
Fugog | FA | her 
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plement the Prince in that manner that moſt 
oblig'd him. 

As we were coming up again, we met with 
ſome Indians of ſtrange Aﬀpects ; thar-is, of a 
larger Size, and other fort of Features, than 
thoſe.of our Country : Our Indian Sizves, that 


.Row'd us, ask'd *em ſome Queftions, but they 
coud not underſtand us; bur ſhew'd us a long 


Cotton String, with ſeveral Knots on it ; and 
told us, they had been coming from the 
Mountains: ſo many Moons as there were' 
Knots ; they were habited in Skins of a ſtrange 
Beaſt, and brought along with *em Bags of Gold 
Duſt; which, as well as they cou'd give us to 
underſtand, came ſtreaming in litrle-ſmall Cha- 
nels down the high Mountains, when the Rains 
fell ; and offer'd to be the Convoy to any Bo- 
dy,.or Perſons, that wou'd go to the Moun- 
tains, We carry'd theſe Men up to Parham, 
where they were kept till the Lord Gover-. 
nour came : And becauſe all rhe Country was 
mad to be going on this Golden Adventure, 
the Governour, by his Letters, commanded 
( for they ſent ſome of the Gold.to him) that 


a Guard ſhou'd be ſet at the Mouth of the Ri- 


ver of Amaz9ms, (a River ſo call'd, almoſt as 
broad as the River of Thames) and prohibited 
all People from going up thar River, it con- 
ducting to thoſe Mountains of Gold. Burt we 
going off for England before the Project was + 
turcher proſecuted, and the Governour being 
drown'd in a Hurricane, either the Deſign dy'd, - 
or the Dutch have the Advantage of it : And 
*tis £o be bemoan'd what his Majeſty loſt by To- - 
ling that part of America. Thovugh- - 
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"The ( Royal Slave. 
Though this Digreſlion is a little from my 
Story, however ſince it contains ſome Proofs 
of the Curioſity and Daring of this great Man, 
I was content to omit nothing of hisCharadter. 
It was thus, for, ſometime we dizerted him ; 
but now Invade began to ſhew ſhe was with 
Child, -and, did nothing but Sigh and. Weep 
for the Captivity of her Lord, hev Self, and the 
Infant yet Unborn; and believ'd, it it were fo 
hard to. gain the Liberty of Two, *rwou'd be 
more difficuir to get: thar-for Three.

Strength cou'd draw from a Scabbard ; except 
the People of particular Quality, who took care 
to Oyl”em and keep *em in good Order: The 
Guns alſo, unlefs here and there one, or thoſe 
newly carry'd from England, wou'd dono' 'pood 
or harm; for 'tis the Narure of chat Country to 
Ruſt and Eat up Iron, or any Metals, bur Gold 
and Silver.

And indeed, the Death of the Page had fo
